The book Armed And Dangerous is typical of 
the Big Media, leftist view of survivalism 


EVERAL people who read ASG 
suggested I read the book Armed 
And Dangerous: The Rise of the Sur- 
vivalist Right by James Coates, 
western states correspondent for the 
Chicago Tribune. 

People interested in survival prepa¬ 
rations will likely find this book dis¬ 
turbing, as I have, since its author 
goes to great lengths to convince its 
readers that almost all people involved 
in survival activities are right-wing 
extremists or likely to become such. 

The book, in a series of well written 
and detailed accounts, profiles the 
activities and crimes of various reli¬ 
gious and right-wing political extre¬ 
mists from such organizations and 
groups as The Order, Posse Comitatus, 
The Covenant, the Sword, and the Arm 
of the Lord, Identity Christianity and 
others. These groups are lumped to¬ 
gether by the author under the term, 
“the Survival Right” and all their 
members are classified as survivalists. 

A major theme of the book is that 
these individuals and groups are the 
harbingers of a vast and sinister move¬ 
ment of religious and political extre¬ 
mism brewing in America. 

“Unexamined bigotry abounds in 
rural America,” Coates warns, and 
“casual bigotry all too quickly trans¬ 
lates into real hatred.” The mood in 
America, he declares, “is growing ever 
more ugly.” 

Former President Ronald Reagan and 
conservatives in general, fundamen¬ 
talist Christians and Mormons, rural 
Americans, gun enthusiasts, people 
who play paintball war games, “mili¬ 
taristic film” makers and manufac¬ 
turers of “war toys,” supporters of 
nuclear power and the Strategic De¬ 
fense Initiative (which Coates calls 
“hawkish crusades”) and the staffs of 
magazines such as Soldier of Fortune 
and SWAT are among the people Coates 
links with what he sees as a rising 
tide of right-wing extremism threaten¬ 
ing the country, and particularly those 
groups and causes often represented 
as part of the liberal-left: Jews and 
blacks, homosexuals and feminists, and 
the poor. 

Setting the tone for the book and 


revealing his own considerable leftist 
bias in the first chapter, titled, “Where 
They Come From,” Coates writes, “Dur¬ 
ing Ronald Reagan’s first presidential 
campaign in 1980, which was to take 
the United States on the biggest swing 
toward the right in its history, the 
candidate’s speechwriters sought to 
emphasize that he no longer was mere¬ 
ly a hired actor railing the cant of 
the ultra-conservative businessmen 
who had spent millions during the 
1950s and 1960s making Reagan their 
TV spokesman. Instead, the 1980 cam¬ 
paign sought to present Reagan as the 
leader of a well-entrenched and totally 
respectable conservative American 
political movement.” 

Reagan used his acting skills, accord¬ 
ing to Coates, “to assure ordinary 
Americans that despite the fact that 
his stance was the most extreme right- 
wing posture ever assumed by a suc¬ 
cessful presidential candidate, it 
nevertheless was a reflection of the 
changed psyche of mainstream U.S.A.” 
While he presents an interesting and 
informative picture of the lives and 
actions of the extremist movements and 
individuals mentioned above, Coates 
goes too far in contending that all 
these groups and individuals are typi¬ 
cal of survivalism. 

He quotes what is for the Big Media 
liberals one of the ultimate authority 
figures, a Harvard psychiatrist, who 
tells us that “the very process of lay¬ 
ing survivalist plans is an anti-social 
act.” 

Preparing to survive nuclear war or 
other catastrophes is in dicative of what 
the author refers to as “the Survival 
Sickness.” Any rational person will 
realize that it is hopeless to even 
think of surviving a nuclear holocaust, 
Coates assures us. 

He makes some concessions for those 
individuals whom he calls the “wor¬ 
kaday American survivalist.” For the 
purpose at hand, he says, “this is a 
survivalist with a small s, not a polit¬ 
ical zealot, not a racist, not an anti- 
Semite or adherent of Identity, the 
Posse or any other right-wing credo. 
This survivalist is just somebody with 
a natural drive for self-preservation 
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and a hope for getting past the inevi¬ 
table nuclear exchange. But as has 
been clearly shown in earlier pages, 
there is an increasingly fine line that 
separates ordinary and presumably 
mentally healthy people who begin 
dabbling in small-s survivalism from 
those who burst forth on the scene 
with semiautomatics and machine 
guns blazing, full-blown members of 
the Survival Right.” 

It seems that just about everyone 
and everything that doesn’t square 
with Coates’ conception of the proper, 
liberal-left, order of things, is part of 
the sinister Survival Right. 

He makes several references linking 
Mormons and fundamentalist Chris¬ 
tians to the scary Survival Right. The 
Mormon leader Brigham Young is 
referred to as “the wild-eyed Mormon 
prophet,” And Christian fundamen¬ 
talists who “profess their undying 
loyalty to the State of Israel,” Coates 
says, “also vow perpetual enmity to¬ 
ward such minorities as homosexuals 
and atheists. It is equally disturbing 
to listen to the racist undertones as 
Fundamentalist preachers rail against 
government aid to the poor, to hear 
them sound anti-Feminist themes by 
waxing poetic about the ‘sanctity of the 
Christian family’ and call hellfire and 
brimstone down upon the ‘liberals’ and 
‘secular humanists’ who have become 
the movement’s new targets.” 

Just about everyone involved in the 
Survival Right is anti-Semitic, according 
to Coates. “. . . Jews have been forced 
by a lengthy history of pogroms, perse¬ 
cutions and other travails to be ever 
vigilant for the next threat to their 
own survival. . . history has shown 
repeatedly that once intolerance is 
focused against one segment of soci¬ 
ety, it soon comes to bear against the 
Jews, no matter who was the original 
target.” 

The ultimate question, Coates poses 
at the book’s end, “may not be who 
has the Survival Sickness, but rather, 
who is going to survive it.” 

With the acclaim heaped upon it by 
the media elite, it wouldn’t surprise 
me if this book wins a Pulitzer Prize— 
“journalism’s highest honor,” accord¬ 
ing to The New York Times. But it 
nevertheless does a grave disservice to 
many thousands of reasonable, law- 
abiding, productive Americans inter¬ 
ested in their own, their families’ and 
their country’s survival by condemn¬ 
ing their actions and branding them 
as extremists. Once again, we’ve been 
had by the media — Jim Benson.

olar electric systems are becom¬ 
ing increasingly more attractive 
to RV owners, ranchers, farmers, fami¬ 
lies with vacation cabins and survival- 
ists with remote retreat shelters. As 
the price of solar cells continues to 
decline, the market for solar power is 
expanding to more and more people con¬ 
cerned with clean energy and the abil¬ 
ity to become power grid independent. 

It is the photovoltaic cell that makes 
electricity from sunshine possible. Most 
photovoltaic cells are wafer-thin objects 
between two and five inches across, 
usually made of silicon and thin wire. 
When sunlight shines on a solar cell, 
the pressure of contained electrons 
bombarded by photons within the top 
layer of the cell causes electron flow 
through fingerlike wires laid atop the 
cell. The electrons flow through the 
circuit, charge batteries or power light 
bulbs and then return to the lower 
layer of the solar cell. The whole pro¬ 
cess takes place because electrons must 
seek a balanced state within the orbits 
of nuclei. 

Silicon, the main ingredient in the 
making of photovoltaics, is an element 
second only to oxygen in abundance. 
It accounts for about a quarter of the 
Earth’s crust and is readily available 
in its raw form as silica quartz, or 
sand. To produce silicon, silica is fused 
to a melt and a controlled amount of 
carbon is added in a batch process. The 
carbon reacts to remove the oxygen as 
carbon dioxide, leaving relatively pure 
silicon, which cools into a block or 
ingot. Converting this to semiconduc¬ 
tor grade silicon is expensive. The cost 
of the finished silicon accounts for at 
least half the cost of a finished cell. 

Single crystal silicon cells are made 
as wafers cut from round ingots that 
have been “grown” from a crucible of 
molten silicon. Sawing the silicon crys¬ 
tal into wafers is an expensive part of 
the process. Half of the silicon ends 
up as dust. A new type of solar cell, 
called amorphous is produced by blow¬ 
ing silane-gas directly onto a substrate 
material, such as stainless teel. Silane 
gas production is a primary step in 
purifying silicon, so instead of the gas 
becoming a solid and then the solid 
being remelted and formed in ingots, 
it can be deposited directly. Amorphous 
cells are less efficient at producing 
electricity, but the savings in produc¬ 
tion costs more than offsets the loss. 

Photovoltaic cells are sold in modu¬ 
lar form. A module is an assembly of 


individual photovoltaic (PV) cells and 
is sometimes called a solar electric 
panel. ARCO Solar, Inc., markets stan¬ 
dard PV modules that produce approx¬ 
imately 40 watts peak output. The 
same module has been used on back- 
woods cabins in northern California 
and in the first major utility applica¬ 
tion of photovoltaics — a one-megawatt 
central power station operating east 
of Los Angeles near the town of Hes¬ 
peria. The modular nature of photovol¬ 
taics has been a major factor in the 
dramatic drop in prices since the early 
1970s. The energy needs of a family 
or a company can be estimated and 
then the proper number of modules 
can be bought to meet that need. Since 
everything is standardized, there are 
no extra costs for special parts or 
equipment. When expansion is re¬ 
quired, it’s a simple matter to obtain 
more modules. 

Battery storage — In order to set up 
your own solar power system, you will 
need a way to store the electricity 
produced by the PV modules. Deep 
cycle batteries resemble 12 volt car 
batteries but have special features 
that make them better suited for solar 
power storage. If you used a car bat¬ 
tery in your power system, it would 
lose power after the first 15 cycles of 
charge and discharge. 

Even the best car battery won’t last 
for more than about 75 cycles. A car 
battery is made to give bursts of ener¬ 
gy until the alternator takes over. 
Then the alternator runs the car and 
recharges your battery. 


A deep cycle battery can give out 
steady power for 300 to 1800 cycles of 
charge and discharge. Deep cycle bat¬ 
teries are made to give a steady flow 
of energy over a long period of time. 
That’s why they’re the most efficient 
way of storing and giving out power 
in an independent energy system. 

A bank of storage batteries should 
be installed in a well-ventilated space 
that is protected from rain, snow and 
debris. They should be kept at an even 
temperature as close to 70 degrees as 
possible. If the batteries freeze they 
will have to be replaced and if they 
are fried (over 110 degrees) they will 
have shortened lives. 

The installation of a controller is usu¬ 
ally recommended on all but the small¬ 
est of systems. A controller senses when 
the batteries are fully charged and then 
shuts off the current from the photovol¬ 
taic modules. Some PV modules like 
Arco’s M65, are self regulating and 
don’t require controllers. 

When you begin to wire up your sys¬ 
tem you’ll have to decide what kind 
of output you want to use. A recrea¬ 
tional vehicle (RV) like a mobile home 
or large trailer will usually be set up 
as a 12 volt DC system. There are 
many accessories available that run on 
12 volts including fluorescent fixtures 
and incandescent light bulbs that 
screw-in and work just like AC bulbs. 
With car stereos, TVs and other cigar¬ 
ette socket appliances made for the 
auto market, 12 volt DC systems are 
the best bet for an RV solar system. 

Smaller vacation homes could use a

U.S. energy and telecom systems vulnerable to 
terrorist attacks, earlier child vaccinations urged, 
SDI technology may combat meteors. . . 


ECENTLY the Senate Govern¬ 
mental Affairs Committee held 
a series of hearings on the vulner¬ 
ability of the U.S. energy and telecom¬ 
munications systems to terrorist attack. 
The hearings were called because of 
an increase in these types of attack 
in Europe, Central and South America. 

For instance, John McDonald, the 
head of the telecommunications secu¬ 
rity panel of the National Academy of 
Sciences, said that “a few well-placed 
hand grenades would crash major por¬ 
tions of the domestic and long-distance 
networks.” 

Regarding the energy distribution 
system in the U.S., Charles White, a 
spokesman for the National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association, noted that 
some 4,000 large transformers handle 
the distribution of almost all the elec¬ 
tricity produced in the U.S. He also 
noted that there is only one US. fac¬ 
tory which produces the massive, 3- 
story, 200-ton transformers, and that 
manufacture and delivery time of these 
transformers is about a year. Mr. White 
said that if a coordinated attack were 
launched against a number of these 
transformers, a blackout affecting one- 
third of the U.S. could result and that 
there might be an extended period of 
electricity shortages throughout the 
country. 

Shot In The Arm — Public health 
officials are concerned about an alarm¬ 
ing increase in the number of U.S. pre¬ 
school children contracting whoop¬ 
ing cough (pertussis), mumps, and 
measles. Many parents, officials note, 
are delaying having their children vac¬ 
cinated against these common child¬ 
hood diseases until they reach school 
age, when vaccinations are required for 
enrollment. 

Officials cite the doubling of reported 
pertussis cases in pre-school age child¬ 
ren between 1981 and 1987, as an 
example of this trend. Until the devel¬ 
opment of the pertussis vaccine in the 
1940s, the disease struck up to a 
quarter-million children each year kill¬ 


ing as many as 7,000. 

Also contributing to this trend are 
some parents’ worries about the side 
effects caused by some vaccinations. 
“Parents are more concerned about the 
vaccine than they are about the dis¬ 
ease,” notes Dr. George Peter, editor 
of the Ameican Academy of Pediatrics 
guidebook on vaccinations. The per¬ 
tussis vaccine, usually given as part 
of the diphtheria, tetanus, and pertus¬ 
sis, DTP, series of vaccinations, has 
been shown to cause brain damage in 
about 1 of every 300,000 doses. Yet 
says Dr. Peters, the risk of brain dam¬ 
age caused by pertussis itself is about 
13 times higher than that of the per¬ 
tussis vaccine. 

Public health officials continue to 
urge parents to have their children 
vaccinated against the full range of 
childhood diseases as early as possible. 

New SDI Twist — In a recent article 
in a Washington based newsletter, New 
Technology Week , Dr. Edward Teller 
outlined a new role for the space-based 
sensors and computers which would be 
deployed as part of the U.S. Strategic 
Defense Initiative. 

Dr. Ifeller noted that the SDI space- 
based sensors could be aimed away 
from the earth so as to be able to 
detect and track meteoroids which were 
on a collision course with the earth. 
He said that orbiting sensors would 
be able to provide advance warning of 
up to a year prior to collision, and 
that with such warning it would be 
possible to, “send out something (a 
hydrogen bomb) to meet it (the meteor¬ 
oid) and give it a little shove sideways.” 

Scientists currently estimate that 
meteroite strikes on earth account 
for between $10-$ 100 million in dam¬ 
ages each year. In 1908 a massive 
meteorite hit a remote part of Siberia 
with a force equivalent to a 12-mega¬ 
ton hydrogen bomb, and flattened 
forests over an area of more than 1,000 
kilometers. For more on this subject 
see ASG September 1987, “Cosmic

A MATEUR Radio has always been 
famous for its heroic contribu¬ 
tions to emergency communications 
and disaster relief. 

When all else fails, Hams have been 
there to provide local tactical com¬ 
munications and long distance links 
with the outside world for victims of 
hurricanes, earthquakes, floods and 


man-made catastrophes like plane 
crashes and fires. 

In time of war, Hams have always 
provided a pool of trained radio oper¬ 
ators and technicians for the military. 

Few people would question the value 
of Amateur Radio, for a survivalist 
group facing disaster or just a family 
on a ride in the country or a walk in 
the woods who want to “stay in touch.” 

The problem has always been that 
in order to qualify for the more 


advanced forms of communications, 
like Single Sideband or FM voice, or 
even computer communications, an 
individual had to pass the difficult 
exams for the higher classes of FCC 
Amateur Radio license. The simpler 
test given for the beginner’s Novice 
class license only allowed a person to 
use Morse code CW, a useful stepping 
stone to the higher licenses, but of 
limited tactical use to the survivalist. 

This has now all changed! In a

historic move, the FCC has recently 
enacted the Novice Enhancement Pro¬ 
gram. In an effort to attract more peo¬ 
ple to Ham radio, the entry level Nov¬ 
ice licensee now has access to long 
range and tactical voice and data com¬ 
munications privileges previously re¬ 
served for those with the harder to get 
higher class licenses. 

Novices still retain the world-wide 
Morse CW communications privileges 
they had before in the High Frequency 
(shortwave) Ham bands. Now, however, 
they can use high power, super-efficient, 
Single Sideband (SSB) voice, or even 
state of the art computer-to-computer 
data communications, on the 10 meter 
HF band. On VHF and UHF bands 
Novices can even use tactical FM voice 
transceivers and repeaters (automatic 
relay stations), similar to the type used 
by police and fire departments. This 
means that a Novice operator can main¬ 
tain constant, high-confidence contact 
with other individuals, or groups, over 
a wide range of terrain and road con¬ 
ditions, using hand-held and mobile 
radios. 

Most of the old, relatively easy test 
remains the same. In accordance with 
international treaty, the FCC still re¬ 
quires that an Amateur Radio operator 
learn Morse code. The Novice license, 
however, requires that the applicant 
copy at a rate of only 5 words per 
minute. This is quite slow, barely 
faster than simple memorization would 
give you and need not be as difficult 
as most people fear. (See “Conquering 
the Code“ in the September and Octo¬ 
ber 1988 issues of ASG). The 20-ques- 


local-tactical operations. You can use Morse CW, 


tion, entry level, multiple choice writ¬ 
ten test had only 10 additional ques¬ 
tions added to it; these are simple 
questions, testing basic knowledge 
about the new license privileges. The 
new Novice can, of course, study and 
practice code in order to qualify for 
even more operating privileges granted 
by higher licenses, but now he can 
jump right into tactical and data com¬ 
munications with only his entry level 
license. 

The specific privileges granted the 
new Novices are as follows: CW with 
up to 200 watts of transmitted output 
power on the following HF bands, 
3.70-3.75 MHz (80 meter band), 7.10- 
7.15 MHz (40 meters), 21.10-21.20 MHz 
(15 meters) and 28.10-28.50 MHz (10 
meters). On 10 meters, in addition to 
CW, the Novice may use radioteletype 
from 28.10-28.30 MHz (this includes 
both the old fashion mechanical or new 
computer types) and SSB voice from 
28.30-28.50 MHz. It should be noted 
that even the Novice Ham can legally 
use 50 times the power output allowed 
Citizen Band operators. In VHF, Nov¬ 
ices can use any of their HF operating 
modes, with the addition of 25 watts 
of FM voice. This puts them on par 
with military, police and other public 
services that use this mode, including 
the use of repeaters that allow the 
same static-free, reliable, wide-area 
coverage that they enjoy. 

Another interesting new benefit of 
the Novice license is the use of 5 watts 
on the huge 1270-1295 MHz band, 
using any mode permitted to Hamsl 
This includes facsimile and television. 


The very short wavelength of this band 
(23 centimeters) allows the use of very 
small, extremely high-gain antennas 
that provide narrow, longer range and 
hard to intercept communication. These 
frequencies are similar to the type 
used for point-to-point and satellite- 
to-earth communications. Also, it should 
be remembered that all the benefits 
of computer bulletin boards for organi¬ 
zation and the dissemination of infor¬ 
mation can now be brought to bear 
without recourse to the normal, vul¬ 
nerable, telephone system using Ama¬ 
teur Radio. Now, even Novices can 
enjoy this popular new service. 

Test — The exam for the Novice class 
Amateur Radio license is administered 
by two volunteer examiners. For the 
higher classes of license, three exam 
iners certified by an FCC-recognized 
Volunteer Examinations Coordinator 
must conduct the test; with the Novice 
license the examiners do not need to 
be certified. 

Knowledge of Morse code is required, 
there is no getting around this. I have 
advocated, however, for a long time 
that anyone who is serious about sur¬ 
vival should already know the code. 
There are numerous tapes and even 
computer learning courses commer¬ 
cially available to help you. They are 
available from Radio Shack, AEA, and 
the American Radio Relay League. The 
ARRL is the national Ham organiza¬ 
tion and it produces a whole array 
of useful publications on Hamming. 
Among them is one that is super useful 
to prospective Novices, Tune in the 
World , a tape and text set discussed 
elsewhere in the article. An inexpen¬ 
sive key and buzzer, or code-practice- 
oscillator is fine for sending practice. 
Again, for background on Morse code, 
and how to do it right, your first stop 
need be no further than American Sur¬ 
vival Guide , in the issues I mentioned. 
The test can consist of a conversation 
sent in Morse code, with the applicant 
required to pass a 10 question multiple 
choice test (70 percent correct is pass¬ 
ing), or 5 minutes of text sent in 
Morse, with the applicant getting at 
least 1 minute of continuous perfect 
copy out of it. With a little determi¬ 
nation and patient practice, neither 
need be difficult. 

You will need a Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission form 610 in order 
to obtain a license, once you’ve passed 
your exam. You can obtain a couple 
of form 610s with a call to your local 
FCC Field Office, if you live near one 
of them (most big cities have one), or

by writing to the FCC in Gettysburg, 
PA. The American Radio Relay League 
will be happy to send you a couple of 
forms if you send them a stamped, 
self-addressed envelope. The ARRL will 
also be happy to provide your volun¬ 
teer examiners with a pre-prepared 
Novice exam, again, just for the cost 
of an SASE. One of your examiners 
should write asking for one, giving his 
call letters and class of license. The 
examiners can role their own exam, 
if they prefer, using the FCC question 
pool. The 300 question pool can be 
obtained either from the FCC, or just 
look in the back of your copy of Tune 
in the World. Yes, thats right! You can 
actually study the questions them¬ 
selves, but you must not see which 
ones are on your exam, before exam 
time. Also, if you fail the test, you 
can take one every 30 days until you 
pass. . . but you’ve got to get a differ¬ 
ent set of questions on each exam. 
From the ARRL, from whom you can 
buy a Tune in the World , obtain an 
FCC form 610, and even have a test 
sent to your examiner, at 225 Main 
Street, Newington, CT 06111. 

Some tips on filing out the form 610 
are as follows, ignore Section I, in Sec 
tion 11, check box 2C, ‘ EXAMINATION 
FOR NEW LICENSE” and check the 
box marked NOVICE, skip 3 & 4, till 
out 5, 6, 7 and 8 (you may not give 
a Post Office box for station location, 
if the station location is different from 
your mailing address, use both; if your 
permanent station location has no 
street address, do as I did in a small 
North Dakota town and give the phys¬ 
ical location, e.g., “100 yards south¬ 
west of the Post Office”). Answer, “NO,” 
to item 9* unless you plan on building 
antenna towers on the end of airport 
runways, or in a National Wilderness 
area. . you’ve really got to go out of 
your way to create a “significant aci 
ton”. . . don’t worry about it! Check 
“NO” at number 10 and skip 11 and 
12. Check “NO” on 13 and skip 14 & 
15. For goodness sake, remember to 
sign and date your application in boxes 
15 & 16 (also, don’t let your examiners 
forget to sign their part. . this is the 
cause of more returned applications 
than anything else!). You examiners fill 
out Section IIA Once you’ve passed 
your test and filled out your form 610, 
send it to the FCC. The FCC address 


is, FCC, Box 1020, Gettysburg, PA 
17325. 

The ARRL can help you with other 
things, as well. Their Club and Train¬ 
ing Department can put you in touch 
with a volunteer instructor in your 
area. They compare your Zip code with 
the Zip codes of the volunteers in your 
area. 

This volunteer can also serve as one 
of your examiners. Many Amateur 
Radio clubs have training programs 
and give classes at regular intervals. 
This takes some of the loneliness out 
of learining. Almost all clubs are affil¬ 
iated with the ARRL and they can tell 
you the ones in your area. 

Beyond Novice — There are five classes 
of Amateur Radio license. Above Nov¬ 
ice, there are the Technician, General, 
Advanced and Extra classes of license. 
Each one is more difficult to earn than 
the one before, and comes with sig¬ 
nificantly greater operating privileges. 

The Novice license has always been 
a great way to practice (particularly 
on the international High Frequency 
CW bands) for the higher licenses. It 
is also one great way to have fun. 
Many Hams specialize in one of the 
many sub-hobbies in Hamming Some 
of them are using Amateur Radio space 
relay satellites, experimenting with 
new rigs they build themselves, com¬ 
puter and computer bulletin board 
communications, operating from re¬ 
mote sites, like tropical islands or 
mountain tops, or just chatting (just 
chatting can be with Hams from South 
Africa to Siberia, remember?). It has 
also proven to be one of the most con¬ 
stant aids to disaster and emergency 
communications. 

The more you learn, the more on- 
the-air practice and the higher you 
progress in licensure, the more valu¬ 
able your Ham license will be. Novice 
is a great way to start. As a matter 
of policy, I recommend that all the 


members of your family or survival 
group obtain at least a Novice license 
(including kids over about 10. . . the 
youngest Novice was only 5!). 

Without a Ham license you are not 
going to be able to use the invaluable 
repeater stations that Hams run, nor 
to communicate with Hams. Getting 
caught operating without a license is 
not only stupid, it can and has, pre¬ 
vented people from ever being allowed 
by the FCC to have a license. Novice 
is just too easy, and just too valuable 
not to get. 

I further recommend that your family 
or group select a “Radio Officer” who 
will be in charge of communications 
preparations and practice and who will 
obtain a higher class of license, as 
soon as he or she can. It would be 
great if every member got at least a 
General class of ticket, but at least 
one should, as a matter of policy. 

There are a number of ways of com¬ 
municating by radio. Citizen Band is 
one, for example, cellular telephone 
another, but nothing compares with the 
power, quality, range, cost effectiveness, 
training and (why not?) the sheer 
enjoyment of Amateur Radio. The 
Novice license has always provided an 
easy to get entry into this wonderful 
pass-time, but, up to now, it shut the 
licensee out of the important benefits 
of tactical and long-range voice com¬ 
munications. 

With today’s new Novice license, any 
survivalist individual or group can 
immediately jump into this more ad¬ 
vanced kind of communications. Now, 
the kind of training and practice they 
need to fulfill their communications 
needs is there, even while they work 
on earning a higher class of license. 
JThe beginner can now enjoy the fun 
and excitement of Hamming, while 
preparing for the emergency communi¬ 
cations needs of his community. The 
test is easy, the hobby is great, and 
the survival value is beyond price.#

Mouth To Mouth Vs. Mask: 


A NYONE who has taken a course 
in Cardiopulmonary Resuscita¬ 
tion (CPR) knows the accepted method 
of ventilating a person who isn’t breath¬ 
ing spontaneously is to open the air¬ 
way and give mouth to mouth ventil¬ 
ations. 

Anyone who has actually done CPR 
on a human knows mouth to mouth 
is not a pleasant experience for the 
rescuer. 

Very frequently the person who has 
suffered a heart attack will vomit. 
This is why “finger sweeps” are taught

as a method to clear the airway. If the 
person has not vomited, after you have 
done mouth to mouth for a couple of 
minutes, he probably will. 

No matter how good an airway you 
have established using the chin lift or 
jaw thrust, each breath you put into 
that patient’s mouth will be divided 
between the lungs and the stomach. 

Eventually the air that goes into the 
stomach will come back out, bringing 
with it some of the patient’s gastric 
contents. Even in an “uncomplicated” 
cardiac arrest, the chances of a rescuer 
getting a face full of vomit are ex¬ 
tremely good. If ventilatory assistance 
is required due to trauma, in addition 
to vomit, the rescuer may have to con¬ 
tend with blood and/or other secretions. 
So in addition to insulting the res¬ 
cuer’s aesthetic sense, the potential 
for exposure to infectious disease is 
introduced by simply doing “good, ac¬ 
ceptable” mouth to mouth. 

The advantage of mouth to mouth 
is obvious — special equipment is not 
required. If the patient’s airway is 
obstructed it will be apparent with the 
first attempt to ventilate. Mouth to 
mouth, direct skin to skin contact, pro¬ 
vides an excellent seal. Therefore the 
air goes into the patient’s upper air¬ 
way, not past the nose or eyes or chin. 

The obvious solution to the problems 
for a rescuer having to place his mouth 
on a patient’s face is to place a mask 
over the patient’s mouth and nose and 
have the rescuer breathe into the mask. 
This has the advantage of keeping the 
rescuer’s face off of the patient’s face 
while still noting the compliance (acep- 
tance of air into the lungs) or resis¬ 
tance to the ventilation. 


The problem of the patient vomiting 
is not solved with this device. As a 
result of the design, in fact, the vomit 
is tunneled into the rescuer’s mouth. 


Within the last several years, var¬ 
ious companies have begun marketing 
“one way” valves that are inserted 
between the rescuer and the mask. 
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A rescuer preparing the PtL Airway for use in rescuscitation,

Thus, anything coming out of the 
patient’s mouth is deflected back to¬ 
ward the patient s face. This system 
stores easily in a pocket size plastic 
box and is referred to as a “pocket 
mask.” 

Under the right circumstances the 
pocket mask works quite well. Difficul¬ 
ties arise when the mask is used on 
a person whose face is other than aver¬ 
age in shape or size. The pocket mask 
is not sufficiently flexible to seal on 
every patient’s face. Even when this 
device fits perfectly on a patient’s 
face, it requires two hands to seal 
and to property maintain in position. 
The price of a pocket mask with one 


way valve is anywhere from $10 to $15 
depending on the brand and where it’s 
purchased. 

Hospitals and ambulances use a 
device known as a bag valve mask 
assembly instead of a pocket mask or 
mouth to mouth. This device consists 
of a face mask, a one way valve and 
a resuscitator (squeeze) bag. Most also 
are equipped with an oxygen reser¬ 


voir. This device, usually a thin walled, 
pliable bag, is attached to an oxygen 
source. As the resuscitator bag is 
squeezed, air passes through the one 
way valve into the face mask. As pres¬ 
sure on the resuscitator bag is re¬ 
leased, the one way valve closes and 
the resuscitator bag fills with ambient 
air (or oxygen if the reservior is

One safety note here; The Desert 
Eagle has an ambidextrous thumb 
safety. It’s possible to disassemble and 
reassemble the safety cylinder assem¬ 
bly in reverse order so the fire func¬ 
tions indicator of the safety will also 
be reversed. It’s recommended that you 
do not disassemble the safety mechan¬ 
ism. Disassembly of the safety is not 
necessary for routine maintenance. 

Our test .41 Magnum Desert Eagle 
with standard 6-inch barrel weighed 
in at 3 lbs., 14.5 ounces empty (with¬ 
out magazine). With a loaded 8-round 
magazine the gun weighs about 5 lbs. 

We took the gun to a public shooting 
area with boxes of PMC and Win¬ 
chester .41 Rem. Magnum 210-grain 
jacketed hollow points. Semi-jacketed 
bullets such as these are recommended 
in the owner’s manual as providing the 
best functioning in the Desert Eagle. 
You should not use unjacketed lead 
bullets unless they are of a gas check 
design. And full metal jacketed bullets 
should be used only if they have a gas 
checked base (no open lead core base). 

With its large size and weight, Des¬ 
ert Eagle is intended for two-handed 
firing. Although the gas operation 
serves to reduce recoil, we found that 
felt recoil was still considerable with 
the powerful .41 Magnum cartridges, 
although by no means unmanageable. 
The weight of the barrel and muzzle 


keeps muzzle rise down for better con¬ 
trol in rapid firing. 

We were shooting in a mountainous 
area (about 5,000 feet elevation) in cold 
weather and this, combined with a lot 
of lubricant on the gun parts, possibly 
affected the initial performance of our 
new Desert Eagle. Or the minor func¬ 
tioning problems could be due to break- 
in of the new pistol. 

We noted on the first few rounds 
fired that the slide did not close fully 
a couple of times and had to be pushed 
closed, and two or three rounds of 
the initial rounds fired did not seat 
properly when chambered by racking 
the slide. 

As we fired more rounds through the 
gun, however, it functioned better and 
better until, by the time we had run 
close to 100 rounds through it, it was 
performing flawlessly. 

We found that out-of-the box accuracy 
was excellent. We used a standard 
sight picture with the gun’s fixed 
sights, firing with a two-handed hold 
without a rest at targets 15 yards 
away. 

All in all, we find the .41 Magnum 
Desert Eagle to be a superb firearm. 
The middle magnum caliber option 
makes the Desert Eagle that much 
more versatile and valuable for its 
owner, who can now fire in it any of 
the major revolver magnum cartridges 
commonly available everywhere. •

With the end of the Reagan 

presidency, SDI lost its most 
eloquent spokesman . . .

IX years ago, President Reagan 
outlined to the country a revolu¬ 
tionary vision. One in which man¬ 
kind no longer maintained the peace 
through the threat of mutual nuclear 
annihilation, but rather through the 
creation of defenses which would ren¬ 
der nuclear missiles obsolete. That 
vision was known as the strategic 
defense initiative, SDI, and was to 
become perhaps the single most con¬ 
troversial project undertaken during 
the Reagan years, 

In the years since its birth much has 
happened in the SDI program. Rapid 
progress had been made in many prom¬ 
ising new technologies. Technological 
spinoffs are already beginning to reach 
the civilian marketplace. Indeed the 
technical successes of the program so 
far have forced its opponents to shift 
their arguments against it from “it 
can’t be done” to “it shouldn’t be 
done.” At the same time, supporters of 
the program have seen its budget cut 
yearly. These cuts have forced SDI 
administrators to delay or even aban¬ 
don some of the more expensive and 
exotic technologies which had been 
considered highly promising. 

SDI was begun in 1983 as a program 
designed to identify, develop, and test 
systems and technologies required for 
a comprehensive ballistic missile de¬ 
fense, RMD. All research efforts were 
to be coordinated through the newly 
created Strategic Defense Initiative 
Office, SDIO. 

Early in the program the SDIO de¬ 
cided to divide its research efforts into 
five broad catagories. 

1) Sensing and surveillance systems: 
This program seeks to develop the sen¬ 
sors necessary to acquire, track, target 
and kill ballistic missiles and their 


warheads throughout their flight path, 
from launch to warhead impact. Also 
part of this program is the develop¬ 
ment of sensors which can assess 
damage caused to incoming missiles 
and warheads by various BMD systems. 

2) Development of directed energy 
weapons, DEWs. These are the laser 
and particle beam weapons which 
earned for SDI the “star wars” label. 
Initially it was thought that it would 
be this type of “exotic technology” 
weapon which would be the backbone 
of a BMD system. 

3) Development of kinetic energy 
weapons, KEWs. These systems work 
to destroy a target missile or warhead 
by impact or nearby explosion. SDI 
researchers call kinetic energy weapons 
“smart rocks” KEWs have begun to 
assume a much larger BMD role than 
researchers had first envisioned. 

4) Battle management architecture. 
The goal of this SDI research effort is 
the design of the computer programs 
and algorithms which would enable a 
multi-tiered BMD system to function 
effectively and efficiently. Both critics 
and proponents of SDI say that this 
is the key area of SDI research. Cur¬ 
rent estimates are that from 10 to 100 
million lines of computer program¬ 
ming code might be required to operate 
and control a full scale BMD system. 

5) Survivability. Any deployed BMD 
systems will have to be able to survive 
a full range of weapons and counter¬ 
measures which the Soviets could be 
expected to use in an attack. This pro¬ 
gram seeks to insure that U.S. BMD 
systems and subsystems will be able 
to cope with any form of Soviet attack 
while still continuing to function. 

All five of the above mentioned SDI 
research programs have seen progress 
over the past six years. In that time 
a number of significant tests have 


been carried out in order to validate 
some of the more promising develop¬ 
ments coming from the research labs.

For example, in 1984 a spectacular 
experiment called the Homing Over¬ 
lay Experiment, HOE, was conducted 
high above the Central Pacific, The 
experiment involved the launch of an 
ICBM carrying a dummy warhead from 
Vandenburg Air Force Base, Califor¬ 
nia. Some eight m inutes later a rocket 
containing the HO E was launched from 
the Kwajalien Missile Range in the 
Marshall Islands, some 4,000 miles 
away from Vandenburg. 

Within seconds the sensors contained 
within the HOE locked onto the incom¬ 
ing dummy warhead and maneuvered 
the HOE vehicle into the warhead’s 
path. As the two vehicles closed on 
each other the HOE unfurled itself 
into a 15-foot diamter steel net, much 
like the ribs on an unbrella. The two 
vehicles impacted each other at a speed 
in excess of three miles per second at 
an altitude of 100 miles. This was (as 
far as is known) the world’s first suc¬ 
cessful direct impact intercept of an 
incoming ICBM warhead. 

Yet another series of tests known as 
the flexible lightweight agile guided 
experiment, FLAGE, were conducted

in 1986 and 1987. These tests involved 
intercepting a tactical missile at very 
low altitudes (well within the earth’s 
atmosphere). They were designed to 
test the effectiveness of sensors and 
guidance systems which would be used 
on point defense systems. Point defen¬ 
ses are designed to defend specific sites 
and installations from attack, e.g., mis¬ 
sile silos, bomber bases, command and 
control facilities, etc.

Both the FLAGE and the HOE tests

have been likened in complexity to hit¬ 
ting a bullet with a bullet. Both series 
of tests were extremely successful in 
demonstrating the effectiveness of 
KEWs and the sensors needed to guide 
them. 

Testing also continues, though at a 
somewhat reduced pace, due to budget 
constraints, of a KEW commonly known 
as a rail gun. This is a system which 
uses electromagnetic energy to acceler-

ate small projectiles to ultra-high veloc¬ 
ities. One series of tests saw a 5-ounce 
projectile, which had been accelerated 
to a speed of some 7,000 miles per 
hour, penetrate completely through 
1-inch thick steel plates. 

Directed energy weapons research 
has also moved ahead. In 1985 a large 
chemical laser called MIRACL (Mid- 
Infrared Advanced Chemical Laser) 
was fired at an inert, second-stage, 
Titan 1 booster. After several seconds 
of irradiation by laser, the Titan second 
stage exploded in a shower of debris, 
as though it had been hit by a high 
explosive warhead. 

Also in 1985, a ground based laser 
was successfully able to hit an 8-inch 
target mirror aboard the space shuttle 
Discovery orbiting some 220 miles 
above the earth. The significance of 
this test: was not that a laser was able 
to hit so small a target, but rather 
that systems on the ground were able 
to detect and compensate for the distor¬ 
tion to the laser beam caused by the 
turbulence of the atmosphere. This 
ability would be necessary if, as envi 
sioned, ground based lasers are used 
in conjunction with orbiting mirrors 
to attack enemy missiles in their earli¬ 
est stages of flight. 

Particle beam weapons are generally 
thought to be farther down the develop¬ 
ment line than laser weapons. The 
technology, however, is continuing to 
mature. Recent developments include 
a compact pre-accelerator unit devel¬ 
oped at the Los Alamos National Lab¬ 
oratory. This unit, vital to a space 
based particle beam weapon, jhai in 
just a few short years been reduced 
from the size of a house to the size of 
a desk. 

Other successful SDI tests include 
a series of experiments designed to 
find the most efficient sensors for locat¬ 
ing and tracking missiles and war¬ 
heads in space. The experiments were 
known as Delta 180 and Delta 181. 
Delta 181, the more ambitious of the 
two, took place in early 1988. It con¬ 
sisted of a Delta rocket carrying into 
orbit some 14 “test objects’’ (represent¬ 
ing nuclear warheads) and a sensor 
platform. Various types of passive 
and active sensors were tested as to 
their ability to locate and track the 
test objects against the varying back¬ 
grounds found in oribt, (i.e., the earth, 
deep space, earth shadow, etc.). Tests 
were also made as to the ability to dis¬ 
tinguish “decoys” from “warheads.” 
The experiment was, according to SDI 
officials, “a veiy great success”

puter programs necessary for it have 
become one of the key areas of debate 
concerning SDI. Since SDI is still in 
its research stage, comprehensive bat¬ 
tle management programs have yet to 
be written. However, the SDIO has 
created a “national test bed” in Colo¬ 
rado where computer scientists from 
around the country will work to per¬ 
fect the required battle management 
programs. 

Critics often cite the estimated 10 
million to 100 million lines of com¬ 
puter code required for SDI battle 
management as being impossible to 
write without errors. Yet past SDI 
experiments have used 1 million line 
programs which worked perfectly the 
first time. Also, it should be noted that 
the programs controlled the Apollo 
moon landings worked perfectly, and 
were estimated to contain approxi¬ 
mately 10 million lines of program¬ 
ming code. 

Finally, experiments aimed at assur¬ 
ing that any space based portion of a 
BMD will be able to survive a Soviet 
attack, continue. Thsts have shown that 
space based platforms can be made sur- 
vivable (at least theoretically) using a 
combination of new and existing tech¬ 
nology. For example, stealth technology 
can be employed to make the platforms 
harder to track. The platforms could 
be armored to withstand impact from 
Soviet KEWs. Platforms could be de¬ 
signed to maneuver so as to make tar¬ 
geting them much more difficult. Decoy 
platforms could be deployed. Since the 
platforms will be designed to destroy 
incoming Soviet ballistic missiles, the 
weapons systems they would use to do 
this could also be used for the defense 
of the platforms themselves. 

Deployment Plan — As has been 
shown, the SDI over its brief six-year 
history has indeed made great tech¬ 
nological strides. Despite that fact, the 
SDIO has been forced, through a com¬ 
bination of political and budgetary 
pressures, to scale back its initial plans 
of deploying a single comprehensive 
BMD system. 

Current plans call for splitting the 
SDI into two distinct phases of deploy¬ 
ment. Phase one would see the deploy¬ 
ment of a limited BMD aimed initially 
at protecting just a few vital targets 
within the continental U.S. Phase one 
is currently envisioned as occurring in 


six separate and distinct steps and 
could be in place by the turn of the 
century. The technology for phase one 
would be based primarily on KEWs. 
Only in the very last step of phase o ne 
would we begin to see deployment of 
directed energy weapons. 

Phase two of SDI deployment would 
place DEW systems in orbit and would 
be designed to destroy attacking mis¬ 
siles in their earliest stages of flight 
(from just after launch to just before 
warhead release). Phase two would 
provide the comprehensive “space 
shield” over the entire U.S. which 
President Reagan had envisioned when 
he launched SDL Unfortunately, since 
SDI is under constant political and fis¬ 
cal attack, and has consequently been 
forced to delay and cut back many 
phase two programs, it is impossible 
to estimate when phase two deploy¬ 
ment could begin. There is as yet no 
detailed plan for phase two deployment. 

The SDIO had outlined the six steps 
of its proposed phase one deployment 
as follows: 

Step 1 — Deployment of 100 ground 
based interceptor rockets designed to 
protect specific targets such as ICBM 
silos or command and control instal¬ 
lations. This step would comply with 
the anti-ballistic missile, ABM, treaty 
and provide some balance to the al¬ 
ready deployed interceptor system 
which the Soviets have in place around 
Moscow. 

Step 2 — The modernization of the 
current system of space based early 
warning satellites with new satellites 
and sensors. The new systems would 
provide not only warning of an attack, 
but would be able to track and supply 
targeting information to follow-on fut¬ 
ure SDI systems. 

Step 3 — The enlargement of the sys¬ 
tem deployed in step 1 so as to pro¬ 
vide protection to many specific sites 
around the country, including Washing¬ 
ton, DC. This step would add medium 
and high altitude interceptors to the 
low altitude point defense weapons 
deployed in step 1. This step, and those 
that follow, would violate the ABM 
treaty, and those in Congress who op¬ 
pose SDI are already condemning the 
plan. 

Step 4 — This would simply be a fur¬ 
ther extension of step 1 designed to 
expand protection to greater areas of

WT ^ recent ly h a 'd an opportunity 
IT to evaluate some new products 
offered by Magnum Research (RO. Box 
32221, Dept. ASG, Minneapolis, MN 
55432; 612-574-1868) and must say 
they fared pretty well. 

The initial product is a line of Aus¬ 
trian ammunition manufactured by 
Hirtenberger, an Austrian firm, in 
9mm Parabellum, .223 Remington and 
.308 Winchester. Another way to look 
at this ammo is by their other desig¬ 
nations: 9mm NATO, 5.56mm NATO 
and 7.62mm NATO. Regardless of the 
cartridge designation you append to 
them, they’re quite popular with police 
and civilians alike. 

North American Shooting Systems, 
in British Columbia, Canada, deve¬ 
loped a unique Target and Score Card 
system primarily for police sniper 
units. They work great for sporting 
arms, too. These units are also avail¬ 
able from Magnum Research. 

While the NASS targets feature a 
conventional buliseye with scoring 
rings marked 7, 8, 9, and 10, they 
offer two other features that are more 
meaningful. Superimposed over the 
one-inch wide scoring rings are one- 
inch grid lines. These make it very 
easy to determine exactly how far your 
hits are off center. One of our targets, 
for example, had five hits in the eight 
ring. Using the vertical grid lines, we 
could instantly tell four were between 
one-half inch and one and one-half 
inch to the right of center, while the 
other was two inches to the left of 
center. All were about two and one- 
half inches low, determined by their

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position between the horizontal grid 
lines. These grids were used for years 
by Nosier Bullets on targets of their 
manufacturer, so they’re no way new, 
but the NASS target offers another 
feature. 

The big difference in the NASS tar¬ 
get, however, is its large red square 
encompassing the 10 ring and provide- 
ing an excellent aiming point. Even 
at 100 yards, this square is visible 
with metallic sights. With a scope 
sight, it’s even more prominent. We 
tackled these targets with no less than 
six different rifles and carbines, all 
with metallic sights, and we got hits 
every time. 

The Score Card offered by NASS 
is bi-lingual, in that one side is in 
French, the other side in English. It 
features a large target for scoring your 
hits as well as 10 small targets for 
your called shots and space for making 
sight corrections. These cards leave 
nothing to your imagination. They’re 
designed for use with scope sighted 
rifles, but they should work with metal¬ 
lic sights, too. 

With respect to the Hirtenberger 
ammo, Magnum Research declares that 
it is NOT manufactured to SAAMI 
specs but rather to NATO specs, there¬ 
fore it is a little hotter than off-the- 
shelf U.S. manufactured ammunition. 
This can be interpreted to mean that 
Hirtenberger ammo will produce greater 
chamber pressures as well as higher vel¬ 
ocities than what you’re accustomed to. 

To determine specifically how much 
more velocity we’re talking about here, 
it was decided to test the 9mm ammo 
in two different handguns along with 
a variety of American production 
ammo. We ran the .223 and .308 ammo 
through three different rifles and three 
different carbines, all popular models. 
Each of these loads was compared 
against PMC ammo, which is made to 
U.S. military specs. Had we more time 
and a larger sampling of Hirtenberger, 
other brands of U.S. ammo would have 
been evaluated, too. 

Ammo Evaluations — To assist in 
these tests, I called upon my good 
buddy Howard Reed, who not only 
likes to shoot, but happens to own the 
“right” guns. The first thing we did 
was set up our NASS targets, with the 
Oehler Model 33 Chronotach on the 
25 yard line, at the Lake Elsinore 

Sportsmans Association range in Elsi- 

nore, California. We planned to chrono¬ 
graph the 9mm ammo first as well as 
evaluate the ammo at both 25 and 
seven yards. Once the handgun ammo

was tested, we’d move over to the 100 
yard rifle range and try our luck with 
the .223 and .308 ammo. 

Hirtenberger’s 9mm Parabellum 
ammo sports a somewhat solid bullet 
of truncated cone design. The flat lead 
tip is about Vs-inch across, and is 
sufficient to reduce chances of richo- 
chets considerably. The jacket itself 
is crimped onto a hard alloy core. 
According to Magnum Research, this 
100-grain load is designed for police 
use and is NON-expanding. It is de¬ 
signed to expend greater energy in 
wound channels by virtue of its shape, 
i.e. — on soft targets, bullet becomes 
unstable. It reportedly will transfer up 
to 30 percent more energy than con¬ 
ventional ammo, while maintaining 
high penetration and reducing the risk 
of over penetration. According to the 
BATF, this ammo is not rated as armor 
piercing. 


They also claim that on impact with 
hard targets, the bullet is designed to 
drill into the object, and will not 
richochet off targets if fired at reason¬ 
ably slight angles. 

We shot numerous five-round tests 
to come up with average velocities for 
six different loads. Because the chrono¬ 
graph is out in front of the gun, the 
velocities were measured at 10 feet 
from the muzzle. Therefore all figures 
we report are known as instrumental 
velocities, not muzzle velocities, but 
they’ll be so close no one will know 
the difference. 

Chart A reveals the instrumental 
velocity figures we came up with for 
our 9mm ammo in addition to the 
Extreme Spreads between the high and 
low velocities of each loading. We are 
also presenting some of the five-shot 
group center-to-center measurements 
that are representative of those we 
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fired. This ammo is reportedly capable 
of leaving the muzzle of unsilenced 
(carbine type) weapons at an average 
of 1400 fps and silenced weapons at 
1100 fps. We tested it in two different 
carbines, and found it performed even 
better. 

While the groups in Chart “A” were 
all fired from a bench rest at 25 yards, 
we also fired some from the seven yard 
line, shooting offhand slow fire. These 
won’t necessarily be as tight as the 
bench rest groups, even though they’re 
at a closer range, simply because of 
natural movement. But, we feel the off¬ 
hand shots tell a better story because 
they’re something the “average” guy 


might achieve. This data is illustrated 
in Chart “B.” 


After moving to the rifle range, we 
broke out the .223 and .308 Hirten- 
berger ammo. The first thing that 
caught my eye was a label on the .223 



Hirtenberger’s .223 and .308 ammo proved fairly 
accurate at 100 yards. Our FNC and FAL rifles 
printed 2 3 /e-inch and 4 3 /s-inch five-shot groups 
through cold barrels. Not bad with metallic sights.

boxes proclaiming these rounds were 
loaded with 55-grain solid base Nosier 
bullets. Now Oregon is a long way 
from Austria, so after returning to the 
office I gave Nosier a call. We were 
informed that some time ago they sold 
Hirtenberger a large quantity of bullets 
(just as Sierra sells to Federal Cart¬ 
ridge Company) for loading at their 


own plant. 

The Nosier bullet is their standard 
solid base hunting bullet, and it report¬ 


edly will expand reliably between 
200-300 percent while retaining be¬ 
tween 60-70 percent of its initial mass. 

We were equipped with a Colt AR-15, 
an FN FNC and an H&K 93 with 
which to launch the .223 Remington 
(5.56mm) on its way. For the big bore 
stuff, we planned to rely on a Spring- 
field Armory M-1A, an FN FAL and 
an H&K 91, all chambered for the 
.308 Winchester (7.62mm) cartridge. 



Typical of offhand groups shot from seven yards 
was this one from our S&W M559 9mm pistol. 
Hirtenberger ammo produced a 2 13 /ie-inch five-shot 
group. Load chronographed 954 fps 10 feet out 
from muzzle. 

None of these guns were sighted in for 
the ammo we planned to test. Not only 
did we lack enough ammo to sight all 
of the guns in with the ammo on 
hand, then follow up with performance

T ODAY there are demands in some 
states that all medical personnel 
be required to take a certain number 
of hours of education on the subject 
of AIDS. 

This may be a good idea, and it 
involves, in some instances, cosmeti¬ 
cians and barbers. 

It is an indication that finally there 
is a reluctant admission that the virus 
may be getting out of control. But 
what are the plans for teaching such 
courses? Are we to be fed the same 
false reassurances as in the past? Or 
are we finally going to hear the ad¬ 
mission that we still do not know; and 
that, until we do know, the keywords 
are “honest research,” and “caution”? 

Publications about AIDS are on the 
increase. But are we being lulled into 
complacency? Is there a cover-up about 
the spread of this virus? And, if so, is 
the concealment due to political pres¬ 
sures, or just to “wishful thinking.” 

As we examine the literature on the 
subject, there seems to be a relative 
scarcity of original material, and a 
plethora of the repetitious. Much of 
our information (or disinformation) 
seems to emanate from one or two 
sources. For example, an “authority” 


writes an article on AIDS. Then 10 
more articles appear on the subject, 
quoting the statistics found in the first 
article. Each of these 10 is then quoted 
by 10 more, in various publications; 
thus, we have 100 “independent papers, 
each repeating the errors found in the 
first. 

AIDS is one of the most serious 
problems mankind has ever faced, and 
it is possible it may threaten the very 
existence of our species. If the problem 
is ever to be solved, it must be ap¬ 
proached on a scientific basis, and free 
of any bias. We must start by admit¬ 
ting, first of all, that we know very 
little about the disease. 

1. How did AIDS originate? 

2. How is it spread? 

3. What are the causes for the appar¬ 
ent increase in incidence? 


4. We are told (repeatedly) that AIDS 
is a disease of the parenteral abuser 
of drugs; the homosexuals; babies born 
of diseased mothers; and those who 
have received, for medical reasons, 
blood products which are virus con¬ 
taminated. But do we really know 
these are the ONLY major groups? 
Considering the long incubation period 
and the lengthy prodrome, (early mani¬ 
festation) are we perhaps missing the 
diagnosis in other major groups? 

5. Is it not true there is in fact an 
increase in the incidence of AIDS 
among individuals who do NOT fit 
into the so-called high risk groups? 

6. How efficient are our present tests 
for the AIDS virus? Considering that 
these tests are quite new, what; is the 
incidence of false negatives and false 
positives?

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7. Perhaps most important of all: 
How can we possibly study the epidemi¬ 
ology of AIDS when we do not even 
know how many have the disease, and 
how many, who do not have manifesta¬ 
tions of the disease, are harboring the 
virus? 


With regard to the origin of AIDS, 
we often hear the theory that it started 
with the green monkey in Africa. If 
so, how did the virus start in the mon¬ 
key? And how did it spread to man? 
Is there any support for the theory 
that AIDS began as a result of genetic 
tampering? If so, by whom? And, if so, 
what steps must be taken to prevent 
more disasters of this kind? 

We are constantly told that AIDS 
cannot be spread by “casual contact.” 
Yet no one has really and accurately 
defined “casual contact.” Or, as Flor¬ 
ence Nightingale might have stated it: 
“Casual Contact: What it is and What 
it is Not.” Is it handshaking? Is it 
being coughed upon or sneezed upon 
by the carrier? Is it eating food which 
has been prepared by an AIDS carrier 
who is careless about his hygiene? Is 
if being contaminated by the blood of 
a carrier who has been injured in an 
auto accident, and especially signifi¬ 
cant, if the ambulance attendant has 
an open cut? Is it the case of the emer¬ 
gency room nurse who is struck or 
bitten by a violent patient who carries 
the virus? Is it the surgeon who cuts 
his hand on a bone end while perform¬ 
ing orthopedic surgery, only to find out 
later that the patient had AIDS? 

If AIDS is on the increase, as it 
seems to be, why is it so? With all 
the information being disseminated 
regarding “safe sex,” the use of con¬ 
doms, avoiding the use of common 
hypodermics and needles, why is there 
still an increase? Could it be that 
many of the drug abusers and many 
of the homosexuals are not educable? 
When the drug abuser needs a “fix,” 
and a sterile hypodermic apparatus is 
not available, will he just refrain from 
using the drug? When two male homo¬ 
sexuals meet, and are overwhelmed by 
the throes of passion, will they re¬ 
frain because they do not have a con¬ 


dom? And, after all, how reliable is 
the condom? There were failures when 
it was used primarily to prevent preg¬ 
nancy; why should it be considered a 
magical preventive in AIDS? 

As for the “high risk groups,” how 
accurate is that description? But if we 


assume there are really such groups 
(and no others), why not take immedi¬ 
ate and emergency measures to pre¬ 
vent the spread of the disease by the 
members of those groups? What is 
wrong with isolation (quarantine) of 
those who are spreading the disease? 
Not very long ago we quarantined those 
who had measles, and whooping cough, 
and mumps, and scarlet fever, and 
German measles. And by doing so, we 
did greatly reduce the magnitude of 
the epidemic. But recovery from those 
diseases was likely. Recovery from 
AIDS is most unlikely. We hear pro¬ 
tests against such ideas of isolation, 
because of the “civil rights” of the 
carriers. Has anyone considered the 
civil rights of the healthy individual 
who is being exposed to the virus? 

With all the reassurances being 
handed to the public, let us consider 
a hypothetical case. An AIDS patient 
has a general furunculosis (boils). 


Remember the AIDS patients are sub¬ 
ject to a large variety of opportunistic 
diseases, and surely “boils” is one of 
these. The individual uses a public toi¬ 
let, and inevitably deposits on the toilet 
seat some of the purulent (pus) mater¬ 
ial from the furuncles. We are told 
that the AIDS virus is to be found in 
all the body fluids of the victim. Pre¬ 
sumably, then, this patient also de¬ 
posits some of the AIDS virus on the 
toilet seat. What is the risk for some¬ 
one who uses that same facility a few 
minutes later? 

Another hypothetical case. Many of 
fciie “experts” assure us there is no 
danger in the AIDS carrier working 
among others. Presumably, with the 
influence of the liberals, and with 
the laws they have sponsored, the AIDS 
patient may now be working as a food 
handler. But this food worker is sus¬ 
ceptible to many of the opportunistic 
diseases which complicate the disease 
AIDS. One such opportunistic disease 
is tuberculosis, and it is apparently on 
the increase. W f hat are these “experts” 
telling us? “You can’t get AIDS from 
the diseased food handler” (which is 
a dangerous statement to make, in 
light of our present lack of knowledge). 
“All you can get is tuberculosis.” How 
comforting! 

Perhaps most important of all in the 
study of AIDS: can we speak realisti¬ 
cally about the epidemiology of the dis¬ 
ease. when, in fact, we have no idea 
of how many of our population have 
the disease, or how many may be har¬ 
boring the virus? 

We should have long ago performed 
tests for AIDS (no matter how uncer-

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tain these tests may be) on at least 
one million people in the United States. 
Perhaps two million would be a more 
realistic figure. This would represent 
only one-half to one percent of our 
population. The tests should involve 
young and old, all ethnic groups, pri¬ 
soners and free men, heterosexuals, 
homosexuals, and bisexuals, intra¬ 
venous drug abusers (and parenteral 
drug abusers of all categories). When 
we have made such a survey of a CROSS 
SECTION of our population, and when 
we announce the results truthfully, 
then and only then will we have some 
knowledge about the extent of the dis¬ 
ease and the virus, the major means 
of spread, and some of the methods of 
curbing AIDS., 

Our laws which affect the problems 
of AIDS are ridiculous. The protection 
of the privacy of a patient is a tradi¬ 
tion in medicine. But that privacy is 
(or should be) transcended by the right 
of the healthy individual NOT to con¬ 
tract AIDS. In the recent past we have 
followed such a rule, and it was upheld 
in the courts. We observed confiden¬ 
tiality with regard to the patient’s 
diagnosis; but we acted within the law, 
and we notified the appropriate author¬ 
ities if the condition of that patient 
posed a danger to others. 

Certainly — as nearly as possible — 
all medical personnel must be aware 
of this infection (or other communica¬ 


ble diseases) before they care for the 
patient. It should be remembered that 
sometimes the earliest manifestation 
of AIDS is dementia and various other 
forms of mental deterioration. If such 
a patient becomes violent, and, for 
example, bites an attendant, what do 
we know of the degree of risk (remem¬ 
ber — the virus is found in all the 
body fluids)? Suppose, in an alterca¬ 
tion with such a violent patient, the 
medical personnel are spattered with 
blood. What is the future for these 
medical attendants? Since the disease 
has such a long incubation period and 
a lengthy prodrome, what may these 
attendants expect? May they safely 
marry? May they have children? If such 
an attendant is three months preg¬ 
nant, shall she be advised to have the 
pregnancy terminated? Or shall she 
wait to see if her blood tests reveal 
she is harboring the virus? 

Has the scientific and the medical 
community been candid with the pub¬ 
lic? Have the politicians considered the 
safety of the nation versus the selfish 
concerns of a few? The community looks 
to the medical profession for integrity. 
If we continue to give the public reas¬ 
surances about AIDS while we still 
know so little about the disease, are 
we guilty of negligence? If some of the 
trusting public should later find they 
have the virus, even though they are 
not in the “high risk groups,” and if

they may have passed the virus along 
to members of their families, can we 
expect to be forgiven for this little 
oversight? Those who calmly reassure 
our citizens that they are at no risk 
from “casual contact” may have for¬ 
gotten that micro-organisms undergo 
changes which may increase their 
virulence. 

Eventually medical and political 
leadership will be forced to abandon 
this casual attitude about AIDS. With 
the increase in incidence of the dis¬ 
ease, and with the failure to conduct 
a large scale survey to determine the 
presence of the virus in our popula¬ 
tion, such negligence borders on the 
criminal. 

Greater effort must be exerted to 
study AIDS before it becomes an un¬ 
controllable epidemic. Politics cannot 
be part of such an effort. While a 
widespread survey of our population 
to determine the extent of the pre¬ 
sence of the virus is essential, this 
idea is opposed by segments of the 
homosexual groups, the drug abusers, 
and the liberal supporters of both. It 
is reasonable that the homosexual 
groups will frantically demand a search 
for a cure; but they must remember 
that prevention is perhaps even more 
important. 

For many years there has existed in 
this country the idea that homosex¬ 
uality is to be tolerated, so long as it 
is “between consenting adults” and 
provided it does not bring harm to 
others. 

Some individuals, speaking for the 
homosexuals, have protested the con¬ 
cept of innocence or guilt in those who 
acquire the virus. They say that there 
are no guilty victims. This is utter 
nonsense. The baby born with AIDS 
contracted from its mother is surely 
an innocent victim. The man who 
becomes an AIDS victim as a result 
of the use of blood products to treat 
his hemophilia is an innocent victim, 
as is his wife if she contracts the dis¬ 
ease from him. But the homosexuals 
and the drug abusers are NOT inno¬ 
cent. Nor is the bisexual. We have in 
our population today a mass army of 
“Typhoid Marys,” and they are spread¬ 
ing disease and death. Unfortunately, 
some of our legislators are homosex¬ 
uals, and this may delay needed legis¬ 
lation. •

The Model 650SS features a beau¬ 
tiful walnut stock with cutouts and 
movable cheek piece. The bright engine 
turned bolt body and polished alu¬ 
minum plates at the butt are the only 
flourishes on this otherwise “no-non¬ 
sense,” “pure function” rifle, according 
to Beeman literature. 

The barrel and receiver are sand¬ 
blasted and blued to a fine non-reflec- 
tive surface. There are no iron sights 
since the rifle was designed to be used 
with a scope. The bolt has a 114-inch 
diameter black knob for easy handling, 
even with gloves. The hard European 
walnut stock has a dull oil rubbed fin¬ 
ish. The muzzle has a military style 
muzzle brake. 

The rifle weighs about 10 pounds 
empty but it seems light since it is 
balanced neatly at the carrying point 
for the left hand. The rifle fits almost 
any shooter in seconds with its adjust¬ 
able comb that can be moved and 
locked in position with a hand set 
knob. The buttplate can be loosened

Gardening

F LRTUALLY all of the survivors 
I have known who have made it 
through a collapsed economy ordeal in 
the inner city have mastered two basic 
skills. It didn’t seem to matter how 
many guns or how much ammunition 
they had, or even the extent of their 
trading stocks of booze, light bulbs, 
medicine and soap. Prepared retreats 
were important but seemingly not 
vital. 

What really counted were scroung¬ 
ing and foraging skills and, most 
important, the ability to produce edi¬ 
bles from tiny, tough-to-manage inner 
city garden plots. Related skills at off¬ 
season gardening were another real 
plus when the flag went up. Stark, 
bare grocery shelves caused food riots 
and panic among lesser peoples but 
survivors with a green thumb always 
seemed to come through. 

Some of the problems of lack of soil, 
water, fertilizer and sunshine city 
gardeners must overcome are obvious. 
Others, exacerbated by hordes of starv¬ 
ing people gladly willing to eat any¬ 
thing they can lay their hands on, are 
not so obvious. This last problem at 
a time when people will gladly kill for 
a meal is not apparent to survivalists 
who never actually put their skills to 
the test. 

During the early 1980s I experi¬ 
mented at raising potatoes on the 
Island of Mindanao in the south Philip¬ 
pines. Because of the presence of con¬ 
tending forces of communists, militant 
muslims and trigger happy govern¬ 
ment troopers, the region was econom¬ 
ically brain dead. Regular citizens who 
did not want to, or did not enjoy, roam¬ 


ing the forests at night with the firm 
purpose of shooting their neighbors 
were just barely making it. 

Peasants who put out a crop of rice 
or dried a few coconuts they scrounged 
from the jungle usually had them 
rudely and forcibly ripped off by one 
or more of the contending groups. 

I never did figure out if large com¬ 
mercial plots of potatoes would grow 
well in that environment. Starving 
neighbors kept sneaking in to my fields 
at night in hopes of finding a tuber 
or two with which to shore up their lag¬ 
ging caloric intake. 

My clients suggested posting armed 
guards. I agreed but insisted that the 
guards restrict their activities to weigh¬ 
ing, counting and recording the spuds 
that walked off the field. To some 
extent the ploy worked. It took the 
locals two weeks to figure out that we 
weren’t going to shoot them. By then 
the spuds were 110 days old and about 
ready to harvest, anyway. 

Difficulities exist but as a general 
rule potatoes and cabbage make ideal 
survival crops. Cabbage because it 
grows well in colder weather and can 
be stored using very simple procedures 
and potatoes because no other crop 
produces as much food per acre of 
ground. 

Potato tubers are an excellent, nutri¬ 
tionally balanced food source. They are 
reasonably easy to grow. They can be 
stored fairly well but, most important, 
they produce five times the edible 
product as compared to any other plant 
or vegetable. Not corn, wheat, rice, 
barley or even algae or seaweed will 
yield up the amount of usable grocer¬ 
ies that potatoes will. 

Tuber Start — A thriving hill of pota¬ 


toes can be started from a tiny, insig¬ 
nificant piece of tuber or even piece 
of skin otherwise far too small to have 
any nutritional value. On the down 
side, the small but vital piece of seed 
potato can be really troublesome to 
store for any extended length of time. 
The world over, seed potato storage is 
the achilles tendon of both propagation 
and, of course, related consumption. 

The first six weeks of storage every¬ 
thing is fine as frog’s hair, provided 
the tubers are kept in thin, open trays 
so that air can freely circulate around 
them and that they don’t get too warm. 

After that unless the spuds are kept 
at 38 to 40 degrees Fahrenheit with 
only diffused light reaching them they 
will send out white sprouts that turn 
green as soon as they reach light. Old 
fashioned root cellars dug into a hill¬ 
side took advantage of the natural 
ambient coolness of the earth and, of 
course, were dark. They also allowed 
for an exchange of cool winter air into 
the cellar to act as a refrigerant dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

This movement of cool air into root 
cellars insulated to a constant tem¬ 
perature is vital but often ignored or 
unknown to modern Americans. 

City survivors should plan to store 
both their eating and seed potatoes in 
an unused cellar or perhaps behind a 
pile of rubble, under some kind of roof. 
No matter where they are stored, con¬ 
ditions should be cool and dark, yet 
protected from freezing, and airy. It is 
also necessary that the place of storage 
be inconspicuous. Always store in open 
trays or in hanging bags of porous, 
open material. Very few vegetables 
have the high rate of respiration that 
is commonly found in spuds. Tightly 
packed they quickly heat and destroy

themselves. 

Darkness in the storage is a plus if 
it can be arranged. I usually store my 
spuds in open wooden slatted boxes in 
the garage. The garage is dark but not 
cave-like. In the Denver area they keep 
nicely till mid February. I am careful 
to eat away any tubers that show signs 
of starting to sprout or on which the 

edges have frozen. 

High humidity and moisture within 
reasonable limits in the storage area 
will keep the spuds fresher and more 
appetizing. Even good storing varie¬ 


ties have a 78 percent water content. 
Some potatoes such as Red Pontiacs 
are 89 percent water. Dehydration can 
produce a thin, wrinkled product, 
unappetizing but still nutritious. 

All healthy potatoes will sprout pro¬ 
fusely by the end of six months. Com¬ 
mercial potatoes are treated with a 
material called “sprout nip” and will, 

as a result, store for longer periods of 

time. Wise survivors should always 
plan to eat their potatoes as they 
sprout. 

Selecting appropriate survival var¬

ieties is critical. Red Pontiac potatoes, 
for instance, store very poorly under 
stressful conditions. Russet Burbanks 
store OK. The really excellent variety 
of potato for the survivor is the Nook- 
sack. They will keep like so many 
stones for months on end. However, 
Nooksacks are so dormant they are 
tough to sprout in one’s garden in 
early spring. 

As a survival measure, a few small 
but healthy sprouting tubers can be 
planted in the off season for seed in 
large plant pots, flower boxes or even 
in an indoor sandbox in which soil has 
been placed. Figure at least two cubic 
feet of soil per hill in a closed con¬ 
tainer. Rubberized waste baskets are 
ideal for this sort of project. 

The soil in the pots is best if it is 
composed of 60 percent compost and 
about 40 percent fairly clean sand. 
Sand or even screened building debris 
is relatively easy to scrounge in the 
city for survivors there. Acquiring com¬ 
post is mostly a matter of being alert 
to scrounging opportunities. 

These off season boxes of spuds should 
be kept in the warmed, fairly well lit 
shelter area. At about 70 to 90 days 
the growing tubers will have formed 

and bulked, At 100 days the plant will 

start to die — depending, of course, on 
the variety being raised. 

The upside to this scheme is that 
survivors can eat what few tubers size

ment. Potatoes must have a source of 
water-soluble phosphate on which to 
feed. Compost can produce nitrogen or 
it can be produced by growing legume 
crops. Potash is usually naturally 
available but there is no way I know 
of to produce “organic” phosphate. As 
a result I keep a couple of plastic bags 
of 18-46-0 (18% nitrogen-46% phos- 
phate-0% potash fertilizer) in my sur¬ 
vival supplies. This is the most potent 
fertilizer available. 

There are a few other characteristics 
that should especially endear potatoes 
to city survivors. Whether in a pot or 
in a small plot of ground they take 
very little space. They can be raised 
in fairly cool — even off-season — 
environments if one has the water. 

With the muncipal system in all 
probability shut down, city survivors 
are going to have to make provision 
to catch and store water a long time 
before irrigating with a gallon per 
plant per week becomes an issue. City 
gardeners in Thailand and Beirut use 
plastic sheets to catch water and fun¬ 
nel it into large earthen crocks. 

Weeds do not impact potatoes to the 
extent they hurt most above-the-ground 
vegetables. Peas and beans, for in¬ 
stance, are great short season veget-

up in the pots and use the remainder 
when the regular summer growing sea¬ 
son rolls around. 

Fertilizer — Potatoes are my first 
choice for a survival garden. But other 
than the large yield, semi-storability 
and nutritional value they are a regu¬ 
lar pain in the ass. They easily catch 
a variety of bacterial virus and fungus 
diseases similar to humans. Like peo¬ 
ple, they require a fair amount of 
water and they require proper fertilizer 
(vitamins). 

In a survival context, phosphate will 
be the most limited and scarce ele-

ables that produce relatively large 
amounts of food per unit of area. How¬ 
ever, beans and peas are quickly stun¬ 
ted by weeds. In addition, these veget¬ 
ables develop above the ground in plain 
sight of every starving passerby. 

City survivors who have relied on 
gardening as part of their survival 
plan report that they are far more suc¬ 
cessful with underground crops than 
anything else. Many of these crops 
tolerate some weeds among the plants 
that additionally tend to hide them. 

Other than potatoes, these crops 
include red beets, carrots and per¬ 
haps turnips. Recommended above-the- 
ground vegetables might include cab¬ 
bage, whole pod peas — suggested 
because they are extremely short sea¬ 
soned — and some gourds and squash 
that like zucchini produce prodigious 
amounts of edibles hidden beneath 
leafy vines. 

As survival vegetables, carrots have 
some drawbacks. In these times car¬ 
rots tend to generally be hybrids that 
revert back to wild varieties if left to 
go to seed. Carrot seed stores poorly, 
losing about 50 percent of its vigor per 
12 month period. In effect this means 
that only 12 seeds out of 100 will 
sprout. After three years of storage, 
survivors who will count on carrots for 
food must store large quantities of seed 
and rotate the old out on a regular

basis. 

On the other hand, some older open 
pollinating varieties of carrots are 
available if you ask your seed man. 
Carrots are raised easily on very limited 
strips of soil in median strips on park¬ 
ways or in parks. They hide well among 
the weeds and they can be stored in 
the ground till needed in many places 
in the U,S, 

I spray the 40-day-old standing crop 
of carrots — weeds and all — with a 
fine mist of fuel oil. Fuel oil works as 
well as any herbicide, costs a whole 
lot less in a survival situation and, of 
course, would be available when other 
materials are not. 

The trick is to spray only a narrow 
band right over the carrots. Killing the 
weeds on a larger radius around the 
crop will flag its location to every 
passerby. 

It also helps mightily to plant these 
or any seed at random rather than in 
rows. Nature abhors straight lines, a 
far ranging scrounger will soon dis¬ 
cover. Squash and gourds are especially 
good at growing at random but can 
not usually be grown in cool, off¬ 
season environments. 

In all cases the city survivor must 
take advantage of every piece of soil 
available. Past experience suggests that 
there never will be a great many 
choices of locations. In many instances 
the survivor might have to walk long 
distances. This is OK until one must 
start carrying water and/or the neigh¬ 
bors notice a pattern and discover the 
garden. 

In China I have seen gardens built 
on tile roofs and in cemented court¬ 
yards where the people hauled the soil 
in a basket, one at a time from rural 
areas at the city’s edge. 

The Chinese also survive by raising 
crops on fences, hanging off roofs and 
in roadside ditches wherever there is 
even the tiniest bit of soil. 



Peas are a very fast growing crop, producing 
large quantities of food from open pollenating 
seeds. However, they compete poorly with weeds, 
store poorly and are very obvious when growing. 



Squash and gourds grow unobtrusively among 
rubble and for this reason make good survival 
vegetables in inner city plots. 


As with everything else the clever 
get along nicely while the not-so-clever 
might find they have to carry buckets 
of water, soil, or walk several miles per 
day to places they can garden. 

Red beet seed stores a bit better 
than carrot seed but is a lot more 
bulky. Unlike carrots, beets usually are 
not hybrids. As a general rule a few 
plants can be left to mature into seed 
for the following year’s crop. On the 
other hand, seed crop beets must have 
around 150 to 180 days of frost free 
weather in which to set seed. In many 
places in the U.S. this is not a problem. 

Beets sewn even fairly thickly but 
at random through a patch of weeds 
will not usually attract attention. 

Beet stems and leaves are excellent 
eating. Keeping the plant trimmed 
back a bit will not hurt the crop once 
it is 45 days old and will provide an 
additional source of nutrition. 

Red beets fall somewhere between 
carrots and potatoes for storability. 
Unlike carrots, which should be left 
in the ground, beets should be dug and 
stored in well aired racks. 

Fallout On Vegetables — In a nuclear 
survival situation gardeners must be 
very cautious that they do not carry 
hot fallout back to their retreat on the 
vegetables. Nuclear elements are not 
water soluble and thus will not be 
taken up internally by plants. However, 
tuber and root crops grow right at the 
surface where hot fallout could be 
deposited that could cling to the crop. 
Wash the roots thoroughly, check 
them with a dosimeter or survey meter 
to be double sure that they are all 
right. 

I visited a garden in northern Ger¬ 
many one kilometer from the Danish 


border after Chernobyl. The veget¬ 
ables were fine but the top V 20 of an 
inch of soil was, for a few weeks dur¬ 
ing the critical growing period, fairly 
hot. Fortunately the survivor owned 
a survey meter as part of his survival 
gear. 

The fact that he had a survey meter 
and knew how to use it prevented con¬ 
cern on his part and tended to sooth 
the angst of the neighbors. By the 
time the harvest was ready the radi¬ 
ation levels had dropped considerably. 
After washing, residual levels were 
very low to almost non-detectable. 

Survivors in Finland have augmen¬ 
ted their food supplies by raising very 
short season cold weather crops in win¬ 
dow boxes. These crops include peas, 
lettuce, radishes and even tomatoes. 

Any crop raised indoors or in a win¬ 
dow box can be assisted mightily by 
watering with hot water. 

Soils heavy in organic compounds 
similar to those survivors will build 
from compost, hauled in soil and 
crushed rubble will hold the heat from 
the water. Vegetables so watered will 
sprout and grow much more rapidly. 
Gardeners in Iceland make extensive 
use of geothermally heated water to 
warm their garden plots and green 
houses. They have incredible success 
in spite of the often dismal lack of 
available sunlight. 

I am not personally enamored with 
the lettuce and radish part of this bus¬ 
iness. Lettuce is not particularly sig¬ 
nificant as a food for survivalists and 
radishes are, in my estimation, nega¬ 
tively significant to inedible. 

As previously mentioned, fertilizer 
for a garden is much more of a prob¬ 
lem than city people without one or 
any background would ever suppose. 
Without the proper soil nutrients, one’s 
producing ability is greatly diminished. 
In Somalia the natives try raising 
squash in the cities. Whenever so 
much as a teaspoon of a nitrogen phos¬ 
phate fertilizer is added, the yield goes 
up as much as fivefold. 

Successfull gardening in the inner 
city is a function of the energy and 
resourcef ulness of the gardener. If seeds 
and a bit of fertil izer are stored against 
the day of need, and if tools are avail¬ 
able to work the ground that the sur¬ 
vivor is clever enough to discover or 
produce, then all that is left is hard 
work and water. 

With a bit of luck and subterfuge the 
edibles won’t be discovered. The sur¬ 
vivor will find himself with another 
source of food with which to weather 
the crisis. •

12 volt system but larger systems 
should be wired as 24 volts. A 24 volt 
system will be more efficient with 
appliances that use larger amounts of 
power. To run AC appliances with a 
DC solar power system you will need 
an inverter. An inverter takes DC 
power from a battery bank and changes 
it into AC (regular household) power. 
With enough solar modules and storage 
batteries, an inverter will allow you 


to run AC appliances like vacuum 
cleaners and power tools, well pumps 
and washing machines. 

The main difference between wiring 
a solar powered home and a grid- 
powered home is that solar homes 
require larger wire to carry the 12-volt 
DC current. Special outlets, switches 
and other electrical wiring equipment 
are available from recreational vehi¬ 
cle suppliers. Polarity is critical with

a direct current system. Many people 
use cigarette-type outlets and plugs to 
ensure proper polarity and avoid acci¬ 
dents. This also helps visitors avoid 
confusion and mistakes when plugging 
in an appliance. 

Additional energy sources — One 

way to reduce the number of solar 
panels and storage batteries you’ll need 
is to consider the use of a gas-powered 
generator. While the generator does the 
big jobs like running washing machines 
and pumping your water, the excess 
electricity can be used to charge your 
battery bank. This stored power can 
then be used at any time, and it will 
be totally silent. If your property has 
a small stream, a hydrocharger can be 
added to your system. A hydrocharger 
can make electricity from falls of water 
as little as three feet and with flows 
of about 12 gallons a minute. A hydro¬ 
charger can equal the power output of 
five to 10 solar electric modules. 

Work closely with your local solar 
power dealer to estimate your home’s 
power needs. The dealer can suggest the

the U.S., probably including all major 
U.S. centers of population. 

•Step 5 — At this stage the U.S. 
would begin deploying space based or¬ 
biting interceptors. The deployment 
of these systems would extend the 
range at which the U.S. could attack 
incoming missiles and warheads. In 
BMD the earlier you can attack an 
incoming missile the better. If for 
instance a missile can be attacked and 
destroyed before it releases its war¬ 
heads, it is far more efficient than try¬ 
ing to track, attack and destroy each 
warhead individually. 

Step 6 — This step could actually be 
considered the first step of phase two. 
It is in this step that the U.S. would 
begin deploying DEWs. Most likely 
these would be ground based lasers 
designed to be used in conjunction with 
orbiting mirrors which would direct the 
laser beam at attacking ICBMs in 
their earliest stages of flight. 

Phase One Weapons — Research and 
design work are well underway for the 
KEW systems planned for phase one, 
The initial deployment of 100 inter¬ 
ceptors during step one of phase one 
is likely to revolve around a system 
known as the high endo-atmospheric 
defense interceptor, HEDX, being built 
by McDonnell-Douglas. 

The HEDI kill vehicle will be de¬ 
signed to intercept incoming warheads 
out to a maximum altitude of 150,000 
feet (approx. 30 miles). The vehicle will 
home in on the heat generated by an 
incoming warhead as it re-enters the 
earth's atmosphere. Guided by onboard 
sensors the HEDI kill vehicle will des¬ 
tory its target by a combination explo¬ 
sive-fragmentation effect. HEDI is bas¬ 
ically an advanced non-nuclear version 
of the Spartan-Sprint interceptor sys¬ 
tems which were the backbone of the 
ill-fated U.S. ABM system of the early 
1970s. While 100 HEDIs are sched¬ 
uled for step 1 deployment, a fully 
deployed phase one SDI system might 
see as many as 3,000 HEDIs deployed 
across the U.S. HEDI is scheduled for 
its first flight test late this year or 
early in 1990. 

HEDI is designed to destroy low alti¬ 
tude targets. For step 3 of phase one 
a different system, designed for med¬ 
ium and high altitude targets is being 
designed. Known as ERIS, exo-atmos- 
pheric re-entry vehicle interception sys¬ 


tem, this system is being designed by 
Lockheed and is quite far along in its 
development. The HOE experiment 
mentioned earlier was, in effect, a vali¬ 
dation test for the ERIS interceptor. 

Unlike HEDI, ERIS will carry no 
explosive charge, and will depend solely 
on direct impact for the destruction of 
its target. ERIS will engage incoming 
warheads out to an altitude of up 
to 500 miles. Also unlike the HEDI 
system, ERIS will be mobile when 
mounted on special tractor trailer 
launchers. 

As yet the SDIO has not released 
figures on the number of ERIS inter¬ 
ceptors which might be required for 
a complete phase one deployment. One 
Washington D.C. based think tank has 
speculated that up to 10,000 ERIS 
interceptors could be deployed by the 
end of phase one. Current plans call 
for the first launch of an ERIS proto¬ 
type in late 1990 or early 1991. 

Step 5 of the SDI phase one deploy¬ 
ment plan will require the stationing 
of space based interceptors in earth 
orbit. These interceptors will be con¬ 
tained in orbiting platforms which will 
each house between 10 and 20 indiv¬ 
idual interceptors. 

Initial plans by the SDIO called for 
deploying as many as 300 of these 
orbiting platforms, but this number has 
recently been cut in half so as to re¬ 
duce costs. To compensate, the SDIO 
plans to increase the number of HEDI 
and ERIS interceptors. 

Matching $150 million contracts 
have been awarded to both Martin 
Marietta and Rockwell International 
for the development of a prototype 
space based interceptor and the plat¬ 
form which would house it. Rockwell 
is scheduled to conduct a non-orbital 
flight test of its version of a space 
based interceptor in late 1989. 

SDI’s Largest Obstacle — Whether 
the SDI lives or dies will be based on 
political considerations. It is a program 
caught between two competing phil¬ 
osophies of how best to defend this 
nation. Whether to rely on our own 
resources, science, and technology, or 
to place our faith in diplomatic negotia¬ 
tions and arms control treaties. 

With the end of the Reagan presi¬ 
dency, SDI lost its most eloquent spokes¬ 
man. President Bush made clear through¬ 
out his campaign that he supported 


SDI. Yet it is clear that President 
Bush views SDI in a somewhat more 
pragmatic sense than did President 
Reagan. Indeed the appointment of 
retired general Brent Scowcroft, who 
sees SDI as technically infeasible, as 
national security advisor, seems to sig¬ 
nal a possible shift in emphasis away 
from SDI. Facing a Congress in which 
both houses are controlled by Demo¬ 
crats, President Bush may be forced 
to accept a much reduced version of 
President Reagan’s vision of a space 
shield. 

One well known and influential 
Democrat, Sen. Sam Nunn, is already 
on the record as being in favor of shift¬ 
ing SDI from a space shield concept 
to one of a much more limited “accid¬ 
ental launch protection system,” ALPS. 
Such a system would be intended to 
defend against a limited attack laun¬ 
ched by a renegade state, or an accid¬ 
ental launch of one or two Soviet 
missiles. 

Ironically, as SDI achieves one tech¬ 
nical success after another the voices 
raised against it by the anti-defense 
lobby, or as Jeane Kirkpatrick once 
described them, the “blame America 
first crowd,” can be expected to become 
ever more strident in their opposition. 
Left-wing groups such as the Union of 
Concerned Scientists and Physicians 
for Social Responsibility have under¬ 
taken a campaign to persuade U.S. 
scientists, technicians, and researchers 
to pledge that they will not participate 
in any SDI research efforts. 

Meanwhile the Soviets continue to 
move forward with their own SDI pro¬ 
gram, while at the same time proclaim¬ 
ing that the U.S. SDI will undermine 
the improving U.S.-Soviet relationship. 
So far, General Secretary Gorbachev 
has been unable to get the U.S. to 
trade away SDL But it is certain he 
will continue in this quest. He will, 
no doubt, be able to convince many 
around the world that as his policies 
of glasnost and perestroika take hold 
in the Soviet Union, the threat to free¬ 
dom posed by the Soviet empire dimin¬ 
ishes. Thus the only impediment to 
peace and arms control will be the U.S. 
insistence on continuing the SDI. 
Unfortunately if history is any guide, 
many in the Western alliance and here 
at home will eagerly embrace this 
reasoning. •

best equipment tu meet that need, and 
provide installation tips and require¬ 
ments. Photoeomm, Jne., has a 50 page 
full color catalog ($5) that is loaded 
with information on PV solar systems 
and other energy alternatives includ¬ 
ing backup gas powered generators and 
hydroelectric systems. See box at end 
of article for their address. 

Enough solar energy falls on the 
United States every day to meet the 
power needs of the nation for 18 months. 
Tfen years ago PV cells were considered 
too expensive and too inefficient to be 
used for home power production. Today, 
prices are heading down and techno¬ 
logical breakthroughs are happening 
at a quickened pace. 

Last August scientists at the Sandia 
National Laboratory located in Albu¬ 
querque, N.M., announced another 
breakthrough in solar power research. 
They had built a solar cell that is 31 
percent efficient (PVs today are about 
20 percent efficient). That’s an increase 
of about 50 percent. By stacking super- 
thin gallium arsenide cells on top of 
silicon solar cells they are able to 
harness more of the sun’s energy. Be¬ 
cause different layers in the multi¬ 
junction cell each absorb a different 
wavelength of light, the entire unit 
harnesses the energy in a broader seg 
merit of the solar spectrum The San¬ 
dia researchers will try to boost the 
efficiency of the unit still more, closer 
to its expected limit of about 40 per¬ 
cent. Dan Arvizu, head of PV research 
at Sandia predicts, “the technology is 
moving rapidly enough that photovol- 
taics will make a serious contribution 
to the energy needs of the 1990s.” •

tests, but we also lacked the time. We 
blew a good chunk of the day testing 
the 9mm ammo. 

So it was with guns formerly sighted 
in with something else, and with cold 
barrels, that we began our testing. 
What this really means, though, is the 
first one or two rounds may print dif¬ 
ferent from the rest, but after that 
things should go along smoothly. But 
who cares where a gun prints on paper 
when you’re shooting for group sizes. 
All you care about is how tight the 
group is. When it prints tightly, then 
you can adjust the sights for that par¬ 
ticular round so it will print dead cen¬ 
ter or wherever you want it. 

The 7.62mm NATO loading features 
a machined bronze alloy bullet of inter¬ 
nal prefractured design and truncated 
cone external design. The small lead 
nose is sufficient to get expansion reli¬ 
ably stated. 

Chart “C” provides the results of 
our rifle tests.

attached to an oxygen source). 

From the perspective of cleanliness 
and contact with the patient’s fluids, 
this device is the best yet. The diffi¬ 
culty encountered in squeezing the bag 
is an i ndication of how patent the air¬ 
way is. If the airway is obstructed and 
the mask is sealed properly on the 
patient’s face, it will be very difficult 
to squeeze the air out of the bag. In 
this case, the airway must either be 
cleared or an airway maneuver (such 
as the modified jaw thrust) performed. 

There are a couple of disadvantages 
to this device. Like the pocket mask, 
the face mask of most bag valve mask 
assemblies requires two hands to pro¬ 
perly maintain a seal on the patient’s 
face. Obviously, if a lone rescuer is 
attempting to ventilate a patient with 
this device, the rescuer is going to 
come up shorthanded, in a literal sense. 
With two hands on the face mask it 
is extremely difficult to adequately 
squeeze the resuscitator bag. One hand 
on each, if the rescuer has large hands, 
will work, but still not as efficiently 
as two hands on the mask and at least 
one on the bag would. 

Resuscitator bags (also commonly 
referred to as ambu bags) usually come 
in three sizes — adult, pediatric, and 
infant. An experienced rescuer can 
limit the amount of force applied to 
an adult ambu bag when using it on 
a child, but an adult face mask will 
usually be too large to acquire any 
kind of seal on the patient’s face. Un¬ 
less equipped with a special pressure 
relief valve and appropriate size mask, 
a pediatric bag cannot be used on an 
infant. 

Hospital, Field — In the hospital set¬ 
ting, and within the last five years or 
so in the field, trained personnel have 
been endotracheally intubating (plac¬ 
ing an ET tube into the trachea of) 
patients in order to provide definitive 
airway management. 

Prior to this time, endotracheal in¬ 
tubation was seldom seen outside the 
operating room or emergency room. 

A step toward field use of this device 
occurred with the use of the Esopha¬ 
geal Obturator Airway and the Esopha¬ 
geal Gastric Tube Airway These tubes 
were designed for paramedic person¬ 
nel to place down a patient’s throat, 
into his esophagus. 

A thin rubber balloon (cuff) at the 


end of the tube was inflated in the 
esophagus thus occluding it and pre¬ 
venting aspiration. 

Hospital studies showed varying 
results but most emergency medical 
personnel agreed that neither device 
was an adequate substitute for endo¬ 
tracheal intubation. 

Endotracheal intubation is a skill 
which requires training and practice 
as well as special equipment. It in¬ 
volves using an instrument called a 
laryngoscope to hold the tongue out 
of the way and look down a patient’s 
throat. Once the vocal cords are visual¬ 
ized an endotracheal tube is inserted 
to a point just below the cords. A tech¬ 
nique known as “digital” or ’’tactile” 
intubation is also practiced by some 
rescuers. This does not require a laryn¬ 
goscope, but takes a lot more practice 
and experience to be dependable. 

With this technique, landmarks with¬ 
in the throat (primarily the glottus) 
are felt with the fingers and the fin¬ 
gers are used to guide the tube into the 
trachea, rather than visualizing the 
landmarks. 

At the end of the endotracheal tube 
is a cuff which is inflated via an 
attached air line, using a syringe. The 
inflated cuff helps to hold the tube in 
position. It also seals the trachea so 
that if the patient vomits, the material 
is not sucked into the lungs or airway 
(aspirated). 

An ambu bag and one way valve 
assembly is attached to the end of the 
tube and the patient is ventilated 
very efficiently. For APPROPRIATELY 
TRAINED AND EQUIPPED rescuers 
this is the ideal means to secure a 
patient’s airway. Even very experienced 
rescuers have difficulty intubating an 
occasional patient, however. The rea¬ 
sons are usually related to anatomical 
anomalies or an airway so obstructed 
with secretions that even with a suc¬ 
tion machine the cords simply cannot 
be seen. 

After considering these factors con¬ 
cerning airway management, Respir- 
onics, Inc., of Monroeville, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, first came up with a new mask. 
Marketed as the “SealEasy” mask but 
known affectionately as “The Blob,” 
this mask is quite flexible. Actually, 
it resembles a large plastic sliced bagel 
more than an innovation in life sup¬ 
port masks. 

This mask can be held in place using

one hand. It is sufficiently pliable to 
fit on virtually any size face, and pro¬ 
vide an excellent seal. It can be used 
as a pocket mask or can be attached 
to an ambu bag. 

Respironics, in fact, markets a pro¬ 
duct they call the BagEasy disposable 
resuscitator. This is simply a bag valve 
mask assembly, equipped with an oxy¬ 
gen reservoir, that incorporates a 
detachable “Blob” type mask. The sug¬ 
gested retail price of this set is $20.50. 
At this price, given the aesthetic and 
disease considerations, not to mention 
the high efficiency of this system, the 
BagEasy set should be attached to any 
first aid kit of any magnitude greater 
than a box of bandaids. At this price, 
this is the perfect device to throw in 
the trunk of your car, “just in case.” 

The PTL Airway — Recently,Respir¬ 
onics has completed testing and begun 
marketing a device they call the “Re- 
viveEasy Pharyngeo-tracheal Lumen 
(PtL for short) Airway.” This device 
incorporates the good points of endo¬ 
tracheal intubation while eliminating 
some of the risks. The most promising 
feature of the device is that it can be 
placed in the teen to adult sized pa¬ 
tient with a minimum of patient mani¬ 
pulation. Thus, the device is excellent 
for use in the trauma patient. It is 
placed “blindly” and does not require 
a laryngoscope or other special instru¬ 
ments. Just as important; in clinical 
testing there have been no appreciable 
differences in blood gasses of patients 
ventilated using the PtL than those 
ventilated through an ET tube. 

At first glance; the PtL appears to 
be a tangle of tubes and balloons. 
Closer scrutiny reveals an ingenious 
device that allows placement into a 
patient’s throat and effective ventila- 
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PtL Airway esophageal and tracheal intubation. 


tion regardless of the tube’s position 
in either the trachea or esophagus! The 
airway consists of a long tube, labeled 
number 3, passing through the center 
of a shorter, green colored tube labeled 
number 2. Tube #3 is fit with a cuff 
which is large enough to occlude the 
esophagus. Tube #2 is fit with a balloon 
that, when inflated, fills the entire 
mouth and upper throat (oropharynx). 
This balloon eliminates the difficulty 
in attaining a good seal with a face 
mask. This is an important consider¬ 
ation in dealing with a patient who 
has sustained facial injuries. Equally 
important, this prevents blood or other 
secretions from traveling down the 
oropharynx and occluding the trachea, 
or down the esophagus to stimulate 
vomiting and adding to the problem. 

Most of the airway management 
devices used in the pre-hospital set¬ 
ting are designed for use on children 
and adults. This author has personally 
used bag valve mask assemblies in 
attempts at resuscitating infants. They 
do not work nearly as well on infants 
as aduits. With an infant, if he cannot 
be endotracheally intubated immedi¬ 
ately, there is no substitute for good 
mouth to mouth ventilations. 

Even after every aspect is considered, 
this author has never seen any res¬ 
cuer, himself included, ever hesitate to 
perform mouth to mouth ventilations 
on a child or infant when such action 
was indicated. This procedure will 
probably remain the only effective 
alternative to intubation in these trag¬ 
ically young patients. 

This article is not an advertisement 
or sales pitch for the products made 
by Resp ironies. Most people instinc¬ 
tively wish to help an injured person. 
Unfortunately, with the prevalence of 
debilitating and even fatal diseases in 
people who may not appear to be sick, 
most people now hesitate to perform 
mouth to mouth, if needed. 

The products described in this arti¬ 
cle can effectively, safely and inexpen¬ 
sively provide an alternative to per¬ 
forming mouth to mouth. They, or simi¬ 
lar devices, are highly recommended 
for addition to any trauma bag, auto 
first aid box or medical cache. •

Protection from EMP

Mr. Long also says that 
the equipment inside a Faraday cage 
must not touch the metal container and 
yet aren’t most electronic ignition mod¬ 
ules grounded to the auto’s frame?

Unfortunately, “real world” experi¬ 
ments often contradict theoretical an¬ 
swers and Fm afraid this is the case 
with cars and EMR My source of infor¬ 
mation came from Dr. Kit Haaland 
(who works at Oak Ridge National 
Laboratories). Apparently, cars have 
proven to be resistant in actual tests 
using nuclear weapons as well as dur¬ 
ing more recent tests (with newer cars) 
with the U.S. military’s EMP simulator. 
I think the main reasons for the abil¬ 
ity of a car to resist EMP lies in the 
fact that its metal body is “insulated” 
by its rubber tires from the ground. 
This creates a Faraday cage of sorts. 
In the case of the car, the grounding 
wiring is gi'ounded only to the battery; 
the entire system is not grounded in 
the traditional electrical wiring sense 
of actually making contact to the earth 
at some point in its circuitry. It is sit¬ 
ting on insulators of rubber. Not all 
card are 100 percent EMP proof Those 
parked near large stretches of metal 
and those with a high percent of IC 
circuitry might be more susceptible.

M ILITARY commanders have al- 
ays wanted ways to see not only 
in the dark, but also through fog, mist, 
and the smoke of the battlefield. 

Tbday, there is a plethora of devices 
that allow aircraft, helicopters, tanks 
and troops to operate effectively under 
poor visibility conditions, and most 
importantly without giving their pre¬ 
sence away. 

Some of this technology developed for 
the military, is now available com¬ 
mercially for law enforcement, noctural 
nature studies, security surveillance, 
or for just about anyone who wants to 
see through the darkness. 

Before night vision devices were 
invented, about the only way to fight 
effectively at night was to turn the 
darkness into daylight. For centuries 
flares have been used and in this cen¬ 
tury, searchlights have often lit up the 
battlefield. Of course these methods 
made night combat as easy for the foe 
as the friendly. These were then active 
techniques, as is radar, the first elec¬ 
tronic device for seeing an invisible 
enemy that saw widespread use. 

Active Infrared — During the closing 
days of World War II, the first infrared 
systems starting appearing in combat. 
The Germans were the first to use IR 
systems, equipping their Konigstiger 
tanks, with the “Vampire” IR system 
that illuminated the target with an 
IR beam that was viewed through an 
IR sight. It turned out to be a rather 
impressive tank-killer, at least by World 
War II standards. 

With active IR, a light beam is used 
to iluminate the target. Since infrared 
light can not be seen by the naked eye, 
special goggles are needed to see the 
illuminated target. However, if the 
enemy also has infrared detectors or 
goggles he too can see the light giving 
the attacker’s position away. 

Even with this rather significant 
disadvantage, IR systems were highly 
developed in 1960s and 1970s, most 
notably by the Soviets and Warsaw 
Pact countries. For instance, their tank 
and armored fighting vehicle (AFV) 
operators drove in the night using 
bulkjf and heavy Common User Bino¬ 
culars (CUBs) fitted to their helmets 
or worn with special head-mounted 
harnesses. Besides, being rather un¬ 
comfortable, their narrow field-of-view 
produced tunnel vision and the IR sys¬ 
tems distorted the image of the ter¬ 
rain. For example, shadows looked like 


deep ditches. Not only were the goggles 
cumbersome, so were the battery packs 
needed to power the devices. IR sys¬ 
tems were used in Korea, and the 
French used U.S. made equipment 
when they fought in Indo-China. 

Thermal Imaging — Thermal imag¬ 
ing also takes advantage of the charac¬ 
teristics of infrared “light,” but does 
it passively so only the user knows 
when it is in operation. Way back in 
1800, Sir William Herschel discovered 
the fact that every object emits ther¬ 
mal energy in the IR spectrum. His 
son, Sir John Herschel took the first 
crude IR photographs of the sun some 
40 years later. 

Thermal imaging systems measure 
the thermal energy of an object against 
its background. By distinguishing 
minute variations in thermal radia¬ 
tion, the system is able to electroni¬ 
cally display a thermal picture that can 
be viewed by the operator. In principle, 
TI operates like a TV camera, except 
in the infrared rather than the visible 
bandwidths. 

While every object emits a thermal 
energy, much of the energy is absorbed 
by the atmosphere. Fortunately, there 
are two IR wavelength bands where 
this absorption is a minimum. These 
are in the 3-5 micron and 8-14 micron 
wavelength bands that correspond, 
respectively, to the heat given off by 
high temperature sources such as the 
exhaust from engines and low temper¬ 
ature sources such as humans. Thus 
you can see why the word “fortunately” 
was used and why TI is a valuable aid 
in combat. 

Of all the battlefield vision aides, TI 
is probably the most effective since it 
can be used even when it is too dark 
for image intensifiers (II) which we will 
talk about in a moment. TI can not 
only see through the night, but it can 
also see through fog, mist and smoke. 
It can even see through camouflage 
to detect “hot targets” like tanks and 
trucks. Furthermore, TI can even be 
used effectively in broad daylight to 
find people or vehicles hidden behind 
camouflage or natural vegetation. 

The British lead in TI developments, 
but the U.S. and France are not far 
behind. Today, the U.S. Ml Abrams 
Mam Battle Tank (MBT) and M2/M3 
Bradley Fighting Vehicle, British 
Chieftain MBT, French AM-30B2 MBT, 
and the German Leopard 2 MBT are 
equipped with TI equipment as prob¬ 
ably are the Soviets’ newest MBTk 
There are many other TI systems 
available for ground troops and other 


applications. 

In order to operate, a TI system 
must be kept at a very precise, con¬ 
stant, cold temperature. This means 
the TI must be cooled and controlled 
very accurately, adding to its weight, 
complexity, and cost. 

Forward Looking Infrared — A for¬ 
ward looking infrared (FLIR) system 
takes thermal imaging one step fur¬ 
ther by mounting it on a moving plat¬ 
form, usually an aircraft or helicopter. 
The FLIR presents a real-time infrared 
picture that allows an aircraft to fly 
and fight in the dark or under other 
limited visibility conditions. The image 
is presented to the pilot normally on 
his head-up display (HUD), or in the 
case of a helicopter, on the pilot’s 
helmet mounted display. On aircraft 
with multiple crew members, the FLIR 
generated picture can be presented on 
a CRT screen. 

The FLIR’s TV-like picture can be 
used for just about all functions the 
pilot must preform from flying and 
threat identification to air-to-air com¬ 
bat or ground attack. FLIRs are also 
an important alternate to terrain¬ 
following radars with the advantage 
that they are passive. Since radars are 
active, it is possible for radar seeking 
for surface-to-surface missiles (SAM) to 
home in on the radar beam. Many air¬ 
craft like the F-16 fighter, AC-130 
gunship, Apache attack helicopter, 
and AV-8 Harrier V/STOL fighter are 
equipped with FLIRs. 

Image Intensifiers — Image Inten¬ 
sifiers (II), as the title implies, im¬ 
proves visibility under very low light¬ 
ing conditions by amplifying the fain¬ 
test moonlight or starlight reflections 
off an object, thus this equipment is 
often referred to as “starlight scopes.” 
Because there must be some light to 
intensify, II equipment cannot work in 
complete darkness, (See American 
Survival Guide , December 1988 for a 
more complete story on II equipment 
and technology). 

Image intensification equipment has 
been used by the military since the 
mid-1960s and the technology is cur¬ 
rently in its third generation. The 
Night Goggles (NVG) used by Helicop¬ 
ter pilots to fly at night are one of the 
leading uses of II technology by the 
military However, II technology has 
also been incorporated into telescopes, 
pocket scopes, weapons sights, and 
binoculars. Image intensifiers are read¬ 
ily available on the commercial market 
and are routinely used in security and

law enforcement, night photography, 
noctural entomology, and even to help 
people who suffer from night blindness. 

Low Light Level Television — As this 
title indicates, Low Light Level Tele¬ 
vision (also called Low Light TV or 
LLTV) is no moi’e than television equip¬ 
ment and techniques that operate 
under very low light conditions. That 
is, they need very little illumination. 
But they cannot operate in total dark¬ 
ness since LLLTVs use image inten¬ 
sification, the same technology used, 
for example, in night vision goggles. 

Because LLLTV represents the mar¬ 
riage of two mature technologies, image 
intensification and television, equip¬ 
ment is reasonably simple and rela¬ 
tively low cost. In many cases the 
LLLTV consists of mounting an II tube 
on the front end of a TV camera. It 
has the advantage that both the cam¬ 
era and the viewing screen can be 
located in different locations. For 
example, the camera could be located 
on the battlefield or even in a remotely 
piloted vehicle hovering in the air over 
the enemy's position, while the oper¬ 
ator could be safe and cozy in a trailer 
some distance from the battlefield. Also 
watching a TV monitor is a lot less 
tiring than viewing through a TI view¬ 
finder or sight or through a set of 
night vision goggles. 

Although LLLTV is used in MBTs 
to help fight and drive, one of its 
greatest uses is for security surveil¬ 
lance. For example it can be used 
to watch for intruders without them 
knowing it because there is no need 
to light the area as would be the case 
with regular TV cameras. Also several 
LLLTVs can be mounted in several 
remote locations and monitored from a 
single CCTV (closed circuit TV) console. 

LLLTVs are used extensively for news 
gathering by the media. Other civil 
applications include search and res¬ 
cue, monitoring of territorial waters, 
and policing offshore environmental 
laws. LLLTVs are also used in such 
diverse jobs as controlling robots, 
underwater studies, industrial inspec¬ 
tions, astronomy, and even inspecting 
the inside of pipelines. LLLTVs have 
also been used as an alternative to 
FLIRs, but of course they are limited 
to operations conducted during dawn 
or dusk because they rely on image 
intensification. •
